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INTRODUCTION 

George  Monoux,  citizen  and  alderman  of  London,  and  founder  of  the  Monoux  Alms- 
houses and  Grammar  School  (1527),  has  been  under  consideration  in  several  monographs  of  the 
Walthamstow  Antiquarian  Society. 

"George  Monoux:  the  Story  of  a  Walthamstow  Worthy"  appeared  in  1916.  In  1921, 
his  will  and  codicil  concerning  his  moveables  (1541-43)  was  printed  with  other  Walthamstow 
Wills  of  the  period  (1335-1559).  An  account  of  his  Benefactions  was  included  in  the  "History 
of  Walthamstow  Charities,"  1920.  In  1926,  "  Historical  Panels — Walthamstow  and  Higham  " 
included  George  Monoux — "  a  dweller  in  Walthamstow  and  a  benefactor  to  the  parish."  In 
1927,  a  short  biography,  "  Geo.rge  Monoux  :  the  Man  and  his  Work  "  was  published  in  connec- 
tion with  the  opening  of  the  new  Monoux  School.  The  Genealogical  Chart  compiled  at  that 
time,  and  the  consultation  of  many  contemporary  records  of  Monoux  property,  caused  a 
collection  of  copies  of  such  deeds  to  be  made,  which  should  be  of  value  to  the  student 
of  genealogy.  In  the  process  of  a  subsequent  search  various  other  papers  have  come  to  light, 
which  illustrate  the  later  history  of  the  Monoux  family  and  those  with  whom  they  were  connected. 

The  collection  now  printed  covers  a  period  of  three  centuries,  1462  (No.  36)  to  1760 
(No.  66).  The  most  remarkable  of  these  records  (No.  11)  is  also  the  longest.  It  is  the  account 
of  an  enquiry  into  the  administration  of  the  Monoux  Bequests,  taken  in  1635,  and  the  only 
known  copy  of  this  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Walthamstow  Parochial  Trustees.  The  last  pages 
are  mutilated,  so  that  it  is  difficult  to  guess  how  much  of  the  record  has  been  lost.  But  it 
gives  a  vivid  picture  of  the  intentions  of  the  founder  of  the  School  and  the  complete  disregard 
of  these  by  the  men  who  were  responsible  for  their  execution. 

Nine  abstracts  of  Inquisitions  Post  Mortem  relating  to  George  Monoux  and  his  great- 
nephew  Thomas  (who  was  intended  to  be  his  principal  heir,  but  who  predeceased  him  in 
1537)  prove  how  large  was  the  amount  of  landed  property  which  they  had  acquired  during  the 
first  part  of  the  16th  century.  The  "Fifteenth  of  Walthamstow,"  a  subsidy  list  of  1534,  shews 
the  relative  position  which  the  old  Alderman  held  as  a  taxpayer   in  Walthamstow  at  the  time. 

The  Abstracts  of  twenty-three  Wills  which  follow  refer  to  persons  of  the  name  of 
Monoux  and  its  many  variants,  or  to  those  connected  with  their  history.  That  of  Sir  John 
Say  (No.  13)  is  included  because  William  Say  of  Ickenham  (son  of  Hugh  Saye  and  Elianor 
Monoux)  claimed  the  same  descent  as  Sir  John. 

The  Monos,=Monows,=Manoxe,=Monnes  wills,  etc.,  all  appear  to  refer  to  the  same 
family,  living  in  Worcestershire,  Gloucestershire!  or  in  the  neighbourhood  of  London,  but 
the  exact  relationships  are  difficult  to  discover.  A  search  through  the  Bewdley  Court  Rolls, 
from  1461  onwards,  gives  no  information  until  1520  ;  and  in  the  list  of  neighbouring  landowners 
(Blounts,  Salweys,  Walshes,  etc.)  no  .Wonoux  is  found.  The  family  of  Brugge  or  Brydges,  how- 
ever, first  noticed  at  Bryg-y-Sollers,  co.  Hereford,  in  the  reign  of  Henry  111,  becomes  steadily 
more  important.  Their  property  spreads  eastward  continually.  In  the  15th  century  a  younger 
branch  of  the  house  established  itself  at  Longdon,  in  Worcestershire,  and  by  1535  we  find  them 


in  possession  of  lands  close  to  Stockton-on-Teme,  a  village  often  mentioned  in  these  wills 
(see  Nos.  16,  25,  28).  Gyles  Brugge  (No.  25)  married  Eleanor  Robyns,  daughter  of  John 
Robyns  of  Stockton  and  his  wife  Margery  Monoux.  A  chart  will  shew  the  relationships.  The 
Brugges  present  a  chain  of  continuity  linking  together  various  persons  and  places  mentioned 
in  the  series. 

The  Patent  Roll  of  1462  with  the  name  of  Peter  Monnick  is  an  unsolved  riddle. 
It  is  possibly  a  variant  of  Monoux  ;  at  any  rate,  the  merchant  in  question  was  in  the  trade 
of  cloth   and   wool. 

Of  the  twenty  Close  Rolls,  twelve  belong  to  the  reign  of  Henry  Vlll.  The  remainder 
carry   us   to   1589. 

The  last  ten  documents,  of  various  kinds,  throw  some  light  on  the  subsequent 
possessions  of  different   branches  of  the  Monoux   family. 

Brief  notes  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  series,  which  explain  some  of  the  allusions 
in  the  various  documents. 

Some  reference  to  the  illustrations  may  be  considered  necessary.  The  frontispiece 
explains  itself.  It  is  particularly  interesting  as  it  connects  a  descendant  of  our  George 
Monoux  with  a  remarkable  incident  in  national,  religious,  and  literary  history.  The  second 
illustration  reproduces  the  first  page  of  a  little-known  document  in  the  British  Museum,  in 
which  George  Monoux  kept  a  careful  and  detailed  account  of  all  his  lands  and  properties. 
Parts  only   of  this   Ledger  Book   are  of  interest   to   Walthamstow   people. 

Acknowledgments  must  be  made  of  helpful  co-operation.  Mr.  G.  F.  Bosworth  has 
contributed  so  much  of  the  material  reproduced  in  this  work  that  he  must  be  regarded  as 
one  of  its  originators.  Mr.  R.  Hargreaves  Mawdsley,  of  the  Society  of  Genealogists,  has  given 
invaluable  assistance,  and  to  him  the  compilers  owe  a  great  debt  of  gratitude. 

Generous  help  has  also  been  given  by  Mr.  R.  C.  Fowler,  O.B.E.,  of  the  Public 
Record  Office ;  Mr.  J.  C.  Warren,  of  the  Thoroton  Society,  to  whom  we  are  specially  indebted 
for  our  frontispiece  ;  Mr.  St.  Clair  Baddeley,  of  the  Bristol  and  Gloucestershire  Archaeological 
Society  ;  Mr.  H.  C.  Andrews,  of  the  East  Herts.  Archaeological  Society ;  Mr.  P.  H.  Reaney  and 
Mr.  A.  W.  Hughes  Clarke.  Mr.  A.  Eliot  Phelp  has  also  rendered  great  assistance  with  the 
material  production  of  the  Monograph.  Perhaps  no  collaboration  has  been  more  essential 
than  that  of  the  compiler  of  the  Index,  and  into  this  laborious  task  Mr.  G.  E.  Roebuck 
has  thrown   all   his  tireless  zeal.

Inquisition  taken  at  Ampthill,  co.  Bedford,  22  July  30  Henry  VIII  (1538)  after  the  death  of  Thomas 
Monoux. 

The  jury  say  that  one  George  Monoux,  citizen  and  alderman  of  London,  who  still  survives,  long  before 
the  death  of  the  said  Thomas,  was  seized  of  the  manor  of  Bossumes,  co.  Bedford,  20  messuages,  6  tofts,  oOO  acres 
of  land,  100  acres  of  meadow,  300  acres  of  pasture,  100  acres  of  wood,  100  acres  of  furze  and  heath  and  40s  of 
rents  in  Wotton  and  Sylsho,  and  being  so  seized,  by  his  charter  dated  1  August  23  Henry  \'III,  granted  to  John 
Fitrjames,  knt.,  Lord  Chief  Justice,  Thomas  Bonham,  Robert  Wrothe,  Esq.,  Giles  Brugges,  Robert  .Viford, 
Thomas  Monoux,  son  and  heir  of  John  Monoux  of  Buketon,  Edward  Broke,  gent.,  John  Broke,  clerk,  Thomas 
Robyns,  and  John  Edmay  the  said  manor  and  premises,  except  1  toft,  23  acres  of  land,  H  acres  of  meadow  and 
12  acres  H  roods  of  pasture  in  Wotton,  which  is  held  of  the  King  in  chief,  to  the  use  of  the  said  Thomas  Monoux 
and  his  heirs  male,  and  in  default  to  Humfrey  Monoux,  brother  of  Thomas  and  his  heirs,  and  for  default  to 
Richard,  son  of  James  Monoux,  brother  of  George,  paying  to  the  said  George  yearly  £\3.1SA  out  of  the  rents  and 
profits,  and  after  the  death  of  the  said  George  to  the  use  of  the  said  Thomas  and  his  heirs,  and  for  default  as 
above.  If  it  should  happen  that  Thomas  should  die  and  George  survive,  then  after  the  death  of  the  said  Thomas, 
the  same  to  remain  to  George  for  the  term  of  his  life,  and  after  his  death  to  the  heirs  male  of  the  said  Thomas, 
and  for  default  as  above,  by  virtue  of  which  charter  the  said  trustees  were  seized  thereof  until  4  February 
27  Henry  VIII  (1536)  when  the  Act  for  transferring  uses  into  possession  was  passed,  by  which  Act  the  said 
Thomas  of  this  inquisition  was  seized  of  the  manor  and  premises,  except  as  before  excepted.  The  said  Thomas 
died  on  4  December  29  Henry  \'III  (1537)  and  said  George  survived  him  and  still  survives,  after  whose  death 
George  entered  therein. 

The  manor  of  Bosummes  was  held  of  John  Xevyll,  Lord  Latimer,  and  of  Edward  Bray,  Lord  Bray,  by 
fealty  and  suit  at  Court  as  of  the  Barony  of  Bedford,  service  unknown  ;  and  that  certain  lands  in  Wotton  called 
Paynes  were  held  of  the  Prior  of  Xewenham  by  fealty  and  suit  at  Court  as  of  the  Manor  of  Wotton,  service 
unknown.     George  Monoux,  gent.,  the  son  and  next  heir  is  aged  8  years  and  more.

Inquisition  taken  at  Swaffhame,  co.  Norfolk,  25  September  30  Henry  Vlll  (1538)  after  the  death  of 
Thomas  Monoux. 

The  jury  say  that  one,  George  Monoux,  citizen  and  alderman  of  London,  still  surviving,  long 
before  the  death  of  the  said  Thomas  Monoux  was  seized  of  the  manors  of  Overhall  and  Netherhall  with 
appurtenances  in  Buketon,  co.  Norfolk,  and  15  messuages,  10  tofts,  300  acres  of  land,  40  acres  of  ineadow,  300 
acres  of  pasture,  50  acres  of  wood  and  40s  rents  in  Buketon  ;  and  being  so  seized  by  his  charter  indented,  dated 
1  August  23  Henry  VIII  (1531)  granted  to  John  Fitzjames,  kt.,  [Lord  Chief  Justice,  Thomas  Bonham,  Robert 
Wrothe,  Esq.,  Giles  Brugges,  Robert  Alford,  Thomas  Monoux,  son  and  heir  apparent  of  John  Monoux  of  Buketon, 
Edward  Broke,  gent.,  John  Broke,  clerk,  Thomas  Robyns  and  John  Edmaye  and  their  heirs,  the  said  manors  and 
all  premises  whatsoever  in  Buketon,  and  for  default  of  issue  to  the  use  of  Humphrey  Monoux,  brother  of  the  said 
Thomas  and  his  heirs  male,  and  for  default  to  Richard  .Monoux,  son  of  James  Monoux,  brother  of  the  said  George 
and  his  heirs  male  ;  and  for  default  to  the  use  of  the  right  heirs  of  the  said  George  for  ever,  paying  or  causing  to 
be  paid  to  the  said  George  Monoux  and  Lady  .Anne,  wile  of  the  said  George  £24.  And  after  the  death  of  George 
£12  yearly  to  the  said  Lady  ■•^nnc  provided  always  ih.it  should  it  happen  that  Thomas  Monoux  should  die  while 
the  said  George  was  still  living,  that  then  immediately  after  the  death  of  the  said  Thomas,  the  said  John  Fitzjames 
and  all  the  other  trustees  should  stand  and   be  seized,  and  they  being  so  seized,  the  said  Thomas  Bonham  and 
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Robert  Wrothe  and  John  Edmay  died  seized  thereof,  and  all  the  other  trustees  survived  and  were  seized  until

The  manors  of  Overhall  and  Netherhall  were  held  of  the  King  as  of  the  Honor  of  Clare,  seivice 
unknown,  worth  £24  yearly. 

The  manor  of  Capell  Hall  and  premises  parcel  thereof,  of  whom  held  unknown,  and  the  messuage  called 
Grymes  is  worth  £10  yearly. 

The  premises  in  Bucketon  were  held  of  George  Monoux,  citizen  and  alderman  of  London,  service 
unknown,  worth  yearly  £4. 

The  said  Thomas  Monoux  died  4  December  29  Henry  \'III,  and  George  Monoux  his  son  and  next  heir 
is  aged  8  years  and  more.

Inquisition  taken  at  Southwark,  16  October  30  Henry  VIII  (1538),  after  the  death  of  Thomas 
Monoux. 

The  jury  say  that  George  Monoux,  citizen  and  alderman  of  London,  who  still  survives,  long  before  the 
death  of  the  said  Thomas,  was  seized  of  3  messuages  in  the  parish  of  St.  Olave  in  Southwark,  co.  Surrey,  and 
being  so  seized  by  his  charter  dated  1  July  29  Heniy  VIII  (1537)  by  the  name  of  George  Monoux,  citizen  and 
alderman  of  London,  in  consideration  of  the  good  and  faithful  services  of  Thomas  Monoux,  clerk,  kinsman,  of  the 
said  George,  gave  and  granted  to  the  said  Thomas  the  said  premises  by  the  name  of  lands  and  tenements  in 
Southwark,  next  London  Bridge,  except  one  tenement  which  Peter  Raster  now  holds,  by  virtue  whereof  the  said

The  jury  say  that  one  George  Monoux,  citizen  and  alderman  of  London,  who  still  survives,  long  before  the 
death  of  the  said  Thomas  Monoux  was  seized  of  the  manors  of  Southauston,  Northauston,  Herthill  and 
Cadebeston  with  appurtenances  in  the  county  of  York,  also  of  200  messuages,  40  tofts,  2  mills,  1000  acres  of  land, 
100  acres  of  meadow,  1000  acres  of  pasture,  500  acres  of  wood,  200  acres  of  furze  and  heath  and  £20  of  rents  in 
the  same  places;    and  he   being  so  seized  by  his   charter  dated  1   August   23  Henry  VIII,  granted  to  John 


Fitzjames,  knt.,  and  all  the  other  trustees,  the  said  manors  and  premises  to  the  use  of  the  said  Thomas  Monoux 
and  his  heirs  male  and  in  default  with  remaider  to  Humphrey  Monoux,  brother  of  the  said  Thomas  and  his  heirs 
male,  in  default  to  Richard  son  of  James  brother  of  the  said  George  and  his  heirs,  and  in  default  to  right  heirs  of 
George,  paying  to  the  said  George  Monoux  and  Lady  Anne  his  wife  during  the  life  of  the  said  George  £60  and  after 
the  death  of  the  said  George  £30  to  the  said  Lady  Anne.

Inquisition  taken  at  East  Retforth,  31  Oct.  1537,  29  Henry  VIH  after  the  death  of  Thomas  Monoux.  The 
jury  say  that  a  certain  George  Monoux,  citizen  and  alderman  of  London,  still  living,  long  before  the  death  of  the 
said  Thomas  Monoux  was  seized  in  his  demesne  as  of  fee  in  the  Manor  of  Gonaldeston,  20  messuages,  10  tofts, 
1  mill,  200  acres  of  land,  40  acres  of  meadow,  200  acres  of  pasture,  100  acres  of  wood,  and  £4  in  rent,  in 
Gonaldeston  aforesaid.  The  said  George  Monoux  by  his  charter  dated  1  August  1531,  23  Henry  \'III,  granted  to 
Thomas  Monoux  the  manor  of  Gonaldeston  and  the  advowson  of  the  church  of  Gonaldeston  and  the  advowson 
and  gift  of  the  chapel  or  hospital  of  Brodebuski  to  the  said  manor  belonging.  And  the  said  Thomas  so  seized  of 
the  manor,  advowsons  and  other  premises  in  his  demesne  as  of  fee  tail,  died  4  Dec.  1537,  28  Henry  VIII.  And 
George  Monoux  survived  and  after  the  death  of  the  said  Thomas  entered  upon  and  was  seized  of  the  premises  in 
his  demesne.  The  jury  further  say  that  the  manor  of  Gonaldeston  is  held  of  the  King  in  chief  and  is  worth  yearly 
the  sum  of  £30  :  And  that  George  Monoux,  gentleman,  is  the  son  and  next  heir  of  Thomas  .Monoux  and  was  aged 
at  the  time  of  his  fathei^'s  death  8  years  and  upwards.

Inquisition  taken  at  Guildhall,  27  October,  30  Henvy\'III  (1538)  after  the  deatli  of  Thomas  Monoux. 
The  Jury  say  that  George  Monoux,  citizen  and  alderman  of  London,  who  still  survives,  long  before  the  death  of  the 
said  Thomas,  was  seized  of  a  capital  messuage  by  the  name  of  the  Poppeshede  in  Lumberdestrete  and  3  messuages 
or  tenements  in  Cornehill.  The  said  George  Monoux  granted  to  Thomas  Monou.x,  his  kinsman,  all  the  said 
premises  which  were  lately  purchased  to  the  said  George  Monoux  and  his  heirs  of  Henry  Owen,  knight,  to  hold  the 
said  premises  to  the  said  Thomas  Monoux  and  his  heirs.  Afterwards  the  said  Thomas  Monoux  of  Walkhampstowe, 
in  the  County  of  Esse.x,  gentleman,  by  deed  dated  8  July,  1537,  demised  all  the  said  premises  to  the  said  George  to 
hold  from  Michaelmas  next  following  for  40  years. 

The  said  premises  are  held  of  the  King  in  burgage  by  the  free  service  of  1  penny  per  annum. 

Thomas  Monoux  died  4  Dec.  1537.  George  Monoux  is  his  son  and  next  heir  and  was  then  aged  8  years 
and  more.

shillings  and  fower  pence  to  an  honest  Preist  for  the  tyme  being  which  shall  keepe  a  tiVee  schoole  at 
Walthamstowe  in  the  countie  of  Essex  of  young  children  and  to  sing  and  pray  yearely  for  the  soule  of  me  the 
said  George  Monoux  and  Dame  Anne  Monoux  and  Joane  Monoux  my  late  wifes,  and  for  the  soule  of  Robert 
Watts  sometymes  the  husband  of  the  said  Dame  Anne  and  for  all  Xyian  soules  for  ever  And  alsoe  to  pay 
weekely  for  ever  to  thirteene  porre  Almesfolkes  that  is  to  sale  to  Eight  poore  men  and  live  poore  women  which 
hereafter  shalbe  in  the  Alraeshouses  of  the  edifying  of  me  the  said  George  Monoux  at  Walthamstowe  aforesaid 
Seaven  Shillings  and  seaven  pence  by  even  porsons  And  flfive  pounds  yearely  for  ever  to  be  bestowed  and 
imployed  in  Coales  at  ffower  severall  tymes  that  is  to  witt  the  beginning  of  every  the  moneths  of  November, 
December,  January,  and  ffebruary  to  be  distributed  and  devided  equallie  by  even  porsons  unto  and  amongst  ray 
said  thirteene  poore  Almesfolkes  or  to  such  of  them  as  then  shalbe  there.  And  also  that  the  said  Giles  Brugg 
Robert  Alford  Edward  Brooke  William  Monoux  Richard  .Monoux  and  Richard  Vaughan  their  heires  e.xecutors 
or  assignes  shall  quarterly  for  ever  consent  and  pay  to  one  able  pson  to  be  parish  Gierke  of  Walthamstowe 
aforesaid  for  the  tyme  being  from  tyme  to  tyme  towards  his  liveing  to  sing  and  serve  God  in  the  said  parish 
church  of  our  Lady  of  Walthamstowe  aforesaid  and  to  helpe  to  teach  the  children  there  twenty  six  shillings  and 
eight  pence  and  a  Chamber  to  be  appointed  to  the  said  p'ish  Gierke  being  unmarryed  at  the  discretion  of  my 


executors  aforesaid  freely  without  any  thing  paying  therefore  And  also  that  the  said  Gyles  Brugg  Robert  Alford 
Edward  Brooke  William  Monoux  Richard  Monoux  and  Richard  \'aughan  their  heires  executors  or  assignes  shall 
yearely  for  ever  after  my  decease  content  and  pay  or  cause  to  be  contented  and  paid  ffive  pounds  thirteene 
shillings  and  fower  pence  residue  of  the  said  some  of  fibrty  two  pounds  seaventeene  shillings  and  fower  pence  for 
an  Obite  to  be  kept  in  the  said  parish  church  of  our  Lady  of  Walthamstowe  for  ever  for  my  Soule  and  the  Soules 
before  expressed  and  for  all  Christian  soules  to  be  kept  yearely  on  the  day  of  my  decease  or  as  nigh  the  same  day 
as  the  order  of  holly  Church  may  suffer  And  to  the  intent  that  when  it  shall  fortune  the  said  Preist  or  any  of  my 
said  Thirteene  poore  Almesfolkes  or  Clerke  doe  dye  or  decease  or  that  they  or  any  of  them  be  not  of  "  honest " 
and  of  good  conversac'on  and  doe  not  well  and  truely  fullfill  observe  and  keepe  the  order  and  rule  that  they  be 
bound  to  doe  according  to  the  tenor  of  my  constitutions  made  in  a  Table  hanging  m  the  Church  aforesaid  That 
then  I  will  that  they  that  soe  doth  misuse  himselfe  or  be  defective  as  aforesaid  that  they  be  cleane  expelled  and  put 
out  from  their  said  liveing  by  the  said  Giles  Brugg  Robert  Alford  Edward  Brooke  William  Monoux  Richard 
Monoux  and  Richard  \'aughan  and  other  of  honest  and  good  conversacon  in  their  roomes  to  be  named  put  and 
appointed  from  tyme  to  tyrae  by  the  discretion  of  the  said  Giles  Bragg  Robert  Alford  Edward  Brooke  William 
Monoux  Richard  Monoux  and  Richard  Vaughan  or  by  three  of  them  their  heires  and  executors.

And  where  the  said  Gyles  Brugg  Robert  Alford  Edward  Brooke  William  Monoux 
Richard  Monoux  and  Richard  Vaughan  be  charged  yearely  for  payment  of  the  said  some  of  fforty  two  pounds 
seaventeene  shillings  and  fower  pence  by  this  my  p'sent  Will  indented  to  the  intents  aforesaid  I  will  that  of  the 
said  Preist  thirteene  poore  Almesfolkes  and  the  Clerke  be  not  paid  or  if  the  said  obitts  be  not  kept  or  other  the 
notable  articles  comprised  herein  be  not  pformed  in  manner  and  forme  as  is  abovesaid  according  to  my  will  and 
true  intent  herein  comprised  but  be  undone  or  un-pformed  by  the  space  of  two  moneths  after  such  tyme  as  it 
ought  to  be  done  That  then  as  nowe  and  nowe  as  then  I  give  devise  and  bequeath  all  the  pmisses  to  the  said 
William  Monoux  and  to  his  heires  males  of  his  body  lawfully  begotten  To  the  intent  and  effect  that  they  shall  take

said  Citty  of  London  to  pray  for  my  soule  and  the  soules  of  the  said  Dame  Anne  Robert  and  Joane  and  all 
Christian  Soules  And  also  upon  condison  that  the  Maior  and  Comnaltie  and  their  Successors  shall  yearely  doe 
the  things  above  expressed  and  keepe  one  obitt  the  day  of  my  decease  or  as  nigh  unto  the  same  day  as  the  order 
of  the  Church  will  pmitt  and  to  spend  in  and  about  the  same  ffive  pounds  thirteene  shillings  fower  pence.  And  if 
the  said  .Maior  and  Comnaltie  be  oblivious  and  doe  not  find  a  Preist  and  the  Almesfolkes  in  foonie  aforesaid  and 
keepe  the  said  Obitt  yearely  as  is  above  expressed  but  make  defaulte  thereof  by  the  like  tyme  as  is  aforesaid  Then 
as  now  and  now  as  then  I  will  and  bequeath  the  said  pmisses  with  the  appurtenances  to  the  next  heires  males  of 
me  the  said  George  Monoux    They  to  enter  into  all  messuages  lands   tenem''  rents  revers'ons  services  and 
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hereditaments  and  then  to  have  hold  and  enjoy  to  them  and  to  their  heirs  males  for  ever  to  pray  for  my  soule  and 
the  soules  above  wrytten  and  all  Christian  soules  And  if  there  be  at  such  tyme  no  such  heires  males  that  then 
I  devise  will  and  bequeath  the  same  pmisses  for  such  defaulte  as  is  aforesaid  in  none  doeing  and  pformeing  of  the

abovesaid  had  in  the  said  Citty  ot  London  and  in  the  suburbs  of  the  same  in  my  demesne  as  of  ffee  to  my  Trustie 
and  wellbeloved  Gyles  Bragg  Robert  Alford  Cittizens  and  Drapers  of  London  Edward  Brooke  gent  William 
Monoux  the  second  sonne  of  Thomas  Monoux  late  of  Walthamstowe  in  the  countie  of  Essex  gent  deceased 
Richard  Monoux  of  Berkhamsted  in  the  countie  of  Hertford  Salter  and  Richard  Vaughan  of  Walthamstowe 
aforesaid  gent  and  to  their  heires  and  assignes  as  myne  executors  or  ffeolTees  of  the  same  Upon  condison  and  to 
the  intent  and  effect  as  in  my  said  will  hereunto  annexed  right  plainely  doth  appeare.  And  also  upon  condis'on 
hereafter  expressed  and  declared  (that  is  to  say)  if  it  shall  happen  any  of  the  said  Gyles  Brugg  Roberd  Alford 
Edward  Brooke  William  Monoux  Richard  Monoux  or  Richard  Vaughan  to  decease  before  my  decease,  or  if  anie 
of  them  at  any  tyme  after  my  decease  do  refuse  to  execute  fuUfiU  and  pforme  my  said  will  according  to  the  tenor 
and  purpoite  thereof  Then  I  will  that  all  and  every  guifte  bequest  and  devise  made  in  my  said  Will  unto  my  said 
executors  or  flfeoffees  so  dyeing  or  deceasing  before  me  or  refuseing  att  any  tyme  to  execute  fullfiU  and  pforme  my 
said  will  shalbe  utterly  voide  and  of  none  effect  in  the  Lawe.  And  then  as  nowe  and  now  as  then  1  give  bequeath 
and  devise  of  these  psents  all  and  singular  my  said  messuages  lands  tenem'^  rents  rev'sons  services  and 
hereditam"  in  London  and  in  the  suburbs  of  the  same  onely  to  those  of  my  said  Executors  or  ffeeoffees  as  shall 
happen  to  overlive  me  takeing  upon  them  willingly  the  due  execuson  fullfilling  and  pformeing  of  my  said  Will 
according  to  the  tenour  thereof  To  have  hold  and  enioy  all  the  said  messuages  lands  tenements  and  other  the 
pmisses  with  the  appurtenances  to  the  said  Giles  Brugg  Robert  Alford  Edward  Brooke  William  Monoux  Richard 
Monoux  and  Richard  V^aughan  overliveing  me  and  takeing  upon  them  the  due  execus'on  of  my  said  Wiil  as 
aforesaid  and  to  the"heires  and  assignes  of  every  of  them  for  ever.  Soe  allwaies  that  if  my  said  Executors  or

and  Anne  Monoux  sister  of  the  same  William  certaine  lands  tenem'>  ffarmes  rents  revers'ons  services  goods  and 
chattels  The  custody  whereof  during  the  minority  and  Noneage  of  the  same  William  and  Anne  I  have  appointed 
unto  the  said  Richard  Vaughan  William  Say  Richard  Gierke  and  Nicholas  White  as  in  my  said  last  will  and 
testament  concerning  my  moveables  beareing  date  the  fourth  day  of  June  in  the  yeare  abovesaid  plainely  doth 
appeare  If  the  aforesaid  Gyles  Bragg  Robert  Alford  Edward  Brooke  William  Monoux  Richard  Monoux  and 
Richard  Vaughan  their  heires  or  assignes  or  any  of  them  or  any  other  pson  or  psons  by  their  commanndem" 
pcurem"  meanes  agreements  or  assents  or  by  the  com'aunde""  procurement  meenes  agreement  or  assent  of  any 
of  them  shall  att  aine  tyme  after  my  decease  distuibe  or  interrupt  the  said  William  Monoux  Anne  .Monoux  or  the 
said  Richard  Vaughan  William  Say  Richard  Gierke  and  Nicholas  White  or  any  of  them  and  will  not  pmitt  them 
and  every  of  them  peaceably  and  quietly  to  have  occupie  and  enioy  allwaies  after  my  decease  all  and  singuler 
these  said  lands  tenem"^  farmes  rents  revers'ons  services  and  all  and  singuler  these  said  goods  and  Chattells 
ment'oned  in  my  said  will  of  moveables  to  them  given  bequeathed  and  appointed  according  to  the  tenor  and 
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purporte  thereof  Then  I  will  that  all  and  every  guilt  bequest  and  devise  made  in  my  said  Will  indented  hereunto 
annexed  to  the  said  Gyles  Bragg  Robert  Alford  Edward  Brooke  William  Monoux  Richard  Monoux  and  Richard 
Vaughan  and  to  every  of  them  and  their  heires  of  my  said  messuages  lands  tenem"  rents  reversons  services  and 
hereditam'-  in  London  and  suburbs  of  the  same  shall  be  utterly  voide  and  of  none  effect  in  the  Lawe  unto  him  or 
them  that  shall  att  any  tyme  after  my  decease  by  any  manner  of  meanes  or  procurement  as  aforesaid  disturbe  or 
interrupt  the  said  William  Monoux  Anne  Monoux  and  Richard  Vaughan  William  Say  Richard  Gierke  and 
Nicholas  White  or  any  of  them  and  will  not  pmitt  and  suffer  the  same  William  Monoux  Anne  Monoux  Richard 
Vaughan  William  Say  Richard  Gierke  and  Nicholas  White  and  everie  of  them  peaceably  and  quietly  after  my 
decease  to  take  receive  occupy  and  enioy  the  issues  rents  revenues  and  proffitts  of  all  and  singuler  the  said  lands 
teneni"^  ffarmes  goods  and  chattells  according  to  the  tenor  and  purporte  of  my  said  testament  and  last  will  of 
moveables  Then  as  nowe  and  now  as  then  I  give  bequeath  and  devise  all  and  singuler  my  said  messuages  lands 
tenem*^  rents  reversions  services  and  hereditam'^  in  London  and  in  the  suburbs  of  the  same  to  those  of  my  said 
executors  or  ffeeoffees  of  my  said  will  hereunto  annexed  as  shall  happen  to  survive  me  and  to  the  heires  of  every 
of  them  in  the  manner  and  forme  aforesaid  pmitting  and  suffering  the  said  William  Monoux  Anne  Monoux 
Richard  Vaughan  William  Say  Richard  Gierke  and  Nicholas  White  and  every  of  them  att  all  tymes  after  my 
decease  without  any  interrups'on  peaceably  to  have  and  enioye  all  those  said  lands  tenem*^  farmes  rents  revers'ons 
goods  and  chattells  according  to  the  tenor  and  purporte  of  my  said  last  will  and  testament  concemeing  my 
moveables  And  where  that  the  said  William  Monoux  is  within  age  I  doe  ordayne  constitute  and  make  the  said 
Richard  Vaughan  to  be  his  Tutor  in  the  executeing  doeing  and  pformeing  of  this  my  Will  hereunto  annexed  untill 
that  the  same  Willm  Monoux  come  to  the  full  age  of  one  and  twenty  yeares. 

And  that  afterwards  the  said  Sir  George  Monoux  the  nynth  day  of  (February  in  the  five  and  thirtieth  yeare 
of  the  raigne  of  the  late  King  Henry  the  Eight  soe  solely  seised  of  the  said  messuage  and  hereditam"  aforesaid 
And  that  the  said  Giles  Bruggs  Robert  Alford  Edward  Brooke  V.'illiam  Monoux  Richard  Monoux  and  Richard 
Vaughan  him  succeeded  and  after  his  death  entred  and  were  seised  in  their  demesne  as  of  ffee  of  and  in  the  said 
messuages  and  tenem"  as  aforesaid  in  trust  according  to  the  tenor  and  purporte  of  the  said  will  And  being  so 
seised  the  said  Giles  Brugg  Robert  Alford  Edward  Brooke  William  Monoux  Richard  Monoux  and  Richard 
Vaughan  by  their  \v17teing  dated  the  five  and  twentyeth  day  of  ffebruary  in  the  six  and  thirtieth  year  of  the  reigne 
of  King  Henry  the  Eight  did  demise  unto  one  John  Beanwicke  his  executors  and  assigns  the  said  ffbrty  messuages 
or  tenemts  with  the  appurtenances  in  Allhallowes  Staynings  London  for  the  Terme  of  threescore  yeares  from  the 
feaste  of  the  Nativitie  of  our  Lord  God  then  last  past  enduring  yearely  to  them  their  heires  and  assigns  dureing 
the  said  term  of  threescore  yeares  the  some  of  one  and  twenty  pounds  of  lawfull  money  of  England  at  the  foure 
usuall  ffeastes  of  the  yeare  by  even  porcons  And  that  the  said  John  Beanwicke  by  vertue  of  the  said  demise  was 
possessed  of  the  said  ffbrty  messuages.  And  afterwards  the  said  William  Monoux  the  nyne  and  twentyeth  day  of 
December  in  the  third  yeare  of  the  raigne  of  the  late  King  Edward  the  Sixt  dyed  without  issue  George  Monoux 
being  his  brother  and  heire.  And  that  the  said  Richard  Vaughan  in  the  third  yeare  of  the  raigne 
of  the  late  Queene  Elizabeth  was  the  survivor  of  the  late  Giles  Brugg  Robert  Alford  Edward  Brooke 
William  ;\Ionoux  and  Richard  Monoux  and  was  then  seised  of  the  fforty  messuages  in  trust  according  to 
the  will  of  the  said  Sir  George  Monoux  as  expressed  by  a  record  of  Pleas  in  the  King's  Bench  in  Trinitie 
Terme  tertio  Elizabethe  And  the  said  Jury  doe  further  find  that  the  said  ftbrtie  messuages  and  all  other 
the  lands  tenem"  and  hereditaments  whereof  the  said  Sir  George  Monoux  was  solely  seised  in  his  demeasne 
as  of  flfee  within  the  said  cittie  and  suburbs  thereof  were  at  the  tyme  of  his  death  of  the  value 
of  about  ffiftie  pounds  p.  ann.  above  ail  chardges  and  reprises  and  that  there  is  now  of  the  foundacon  of  the  said 
Sir  George  Monoux  in  the  Churchyarde  of  Waithamstowe  aforsaid  an  Almshouse  built  for  eight  poore  men  and 
ffive  poore  women  and  a  house  for  a  Schoolmaster  to  dwell  in  and  a  Chappell  in  the  said  Church.  And  that  for  the 
space  of  fforty  yeares  last  past  there  is  and  hath  been  placed  in  the  said  Almshouse  eight  poore  men  and  five  poore 
women  and  a  Schoolmaster  in  the  said  Schoolhouse  by  one  Edward  Alford  of  Offington  in  the  countie  of  Sussex, 
esquire,  deceased,  dureing  his  life  and  after  his  decease  by  one  John  Alford  they  haveing  knowledge  of  the  said 
charitable  use  .'\nd  that  the  said  Edward  Alford  and  John  Alford  have  and  do  pretend  to  be  patrons  of  the  said 
Almshouse  and  Schoolhouse  and  to  have  the  placeing  and  displaceing  of  the  said  Schoolmaster  and  poore  people 
from  tyme  to  tyme  as  their  places  have  and  shall  become  voide.  And  that  the  said  Schoolemasters  used  only  to 
keepe  a  free  schoole  at  Waithamstowe  to  teach  young  children  and  who  have  sometymes  but  not  alwaies  for  the 
tyme  aforesaid  received  yearly  the  said  some  of  six  pounds  thirteene  shillings  foure  pence  and  allsoe  sometimes 
but  not  alwaies  there  hath  been  paid  yearely  to  the  said  thirteene  poore  Almesfolkes  dwelling  in  the  said 
Almeshouse  seaven  shillings  and  seaven  pence  weekely  viz.  a  penny  a  day  to  each  of  them  and  that  some 
moneys  yearely  hath  beene  bestowed  and  imployed  in  coales  distributed  and  divided  amongst  them  but  whether 
the  whole  sume  of  ffive  pounds  hath  been  bestowed  yearely  according  to  the  said  Will  the  said  Jurors  for  the 
reasons  hereafter  expressed  know  not.  And  that  there  is  a  parish  Clarke  in  the  said  parish  which  doth  helpe 
to  teach  children  there  and  that  he  and  his  predecessors  have  sometymes  but  not  alwaies  been  paid  the  said 
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six  and  Uvenly  shillings  eightpence  yeaiely.  And  tliat  tlie  said  ffive  pounds  thirteene  shillings  fouer  pence 
appointed  to  be  paid  tor  the  said  Ubitt  and  yeaiely  to  be  kept  in  the  said  parish  Church  of  Walthamstowe  was 
never  sithence  the  death  of  the  said  Sir  George  Monox  paid  to  any  person  or  psons,  neither  hath  the  said 
Obitt  ever  been  kept  to  the  knowledge  of  the  said  Jurors  ffor  that  the  Acts  and  Statutes  of  this  Kealme  nor 
the  order  of  liolly  Church  doth  suffer  or  pniitt  the  same  And  that  the  now  Viccar  of  the  said  Church  hath 
offered  the  said  Edward  Alford  in  tenore  of  the  said  Obitt  to  make  a  Commemoracon  Sermon  yeaiely  in  the 
said  Church  for  the  said  Sir  George  Monoux  on  the  day  of  his  death  so  as  he  might  be  paid  the  said  ffive 
pounds  thirteene  shillings  ftouer  pence.  And  that  the  said  Edward  Alford  hath  refused  soe  to  doe.  And  the 
said  Jury  doe  further  saie  that  the  said  John  Alford  now  is  and  the  said  Edward  Alford  his  father  and  their 
ancestors  have  for  this  ffortie  yeares  or  thereabouts  last  past  been  seised  of  the  said  messuages  and  tenenientes 
in  the  said  parish  of  Allhallows  Slaynings  in  London.  And  that  the  same  are  at  the  takeing  of  this  Inquisicon 
worth  above  all  chardges  and  reprises  the  sume  of  one  hundred  and  threescore  pounds.  And  that  the  yearely  Rents 
and  proffitts  ariseing  out  of  the  said  .Messuag<=s  and  Tenements  have  dureing  the  tyme  aforesaid  been  received 
by  the  said  Edward  Alford  and  John  Alford  and  their  Anncestores  and  converted  to  their  owne  use  they  paying 
sonietymes  yearely  to  the  said  Schoolemaster  Almesfolkes  and  Cletke  the  severall  somes  aforesaid  and  noe 
more.  And  the  said  Jury  doe  further  find  that  the  said  Schoolhouse  Almeshouse  and  Chappell  now  are  and 
for  the  space  of  these  Twenty  yeares  last  past  have  beene  much  ruined  and  in  greate  decay  for  want  of  necessary 
repaires.  And  that  the  some  of  two  hundred  and  ftiflie  pounds  ought  to  be  spent  in  the  repaire  thereof  to 
make  the  said  Schoolehouses  and  Almeshouses  fitt  for  habitacon  And  that  the  said  Almeshouse  and  Schoole- 
masteres  house  for  the  better  conveniency  of  the  said  Schoolmaster  and  poore  Alniespeoples  habitacon  ought 
in  the  esteme  of  some  of  the  said  Jurors  upon  their  viewe  rather  to  be  new  built  according  to  the  ffashon  of 
building  of  Almeshouses  at  this  day.  And  that  the  said  Edward  Alford  and  John  Alford  dureing  the  tyme  they 
have  pretended  to  be  Patrons  of  the  said  Schoolemasters  and  Almesfolkes  places  have  or  one  of  them  hath 
sometymes  as  the  Schoolemasters  place  been  voide  placed  and  preferred  some  Schoolemasters  which  have  beene 
unfitt  and  not  able  to  teach  the  Lattine  tongue  and  some  that  have  been  of  ill  behaviour  and  negligent  in  pforniing 
the  duties  of  their  places.  And  that  the  said  Edward  Alford  did  for  some  yeares  deteyne  the  said  Anniiitie  of  six 
pounds  thirteene  shillings  fourepence  from  one  Robert  Yarner  that  was  Schoolemaster  there.  And  that  they  have 
suffered  some  Schoolemaster  to  be  pferred  to  the  said  place  for  money  by  them  given  to  their  Predecessors  to 
resigne  the  same  place  and  that  the  nowe  Schoolemaster  William  Groome  did  give  unto  John  Dawson 
his  predecessor  to  resign  the  said  place  the  sume  of  Twenty  pounds  and  more.  And  that  the  said  Edward  Alford 
and  John  Alford  or  one  of  them  have  sent  and  placed  divers  poore  people  dwelling  in  remote  counties  and 
parishes  to  dwell  in  the  said  Almeshouse.  And  that  about  thirty  years  sithence  there  was  one  sent  to  the 
Almshouse  from  a  remote  place  by  the  said  Edward  Alford  to  dwell  there  which  was  a  Lunaticke  pson  and 
dangerous  and  fearefull  to  divers  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  said  p'ish.  And  that  some  of  the  said  poore  have 
been  pferred  to  their  said  place  by  the  said  Edward  Alford  for  money  given  by  the  said  poore  people  or  others 
on  their  behalfe  to  ^jersons  that  have  beene  servants  or  reteynors  to  the  said  Edward  Alford.  .And  that  some- 
tymes as  places  of  the  said  poore  have  been  voide  the  said  Edward  Alford  and  John  Alford  have  refused  to 
place  any  poore  people  in  the  same  for  the  space  of  twoe  moneths  and  more  and  dureing  that  tyme  have  taken 
the  said  stipend  due  by  the  said  Will  to  his  and  their  owne  use  without  giveing  any  allowance  thereof  to  the 
poore  persons  that  duly  succeeded  them.  And  that  for  the  space  of  Twelve  yeares  the  said  Edward  Alford  did 
deteyne  and  keepe  from  one  Alice  Scott  a  poore  widdowe  woman  dwelling  in  one  of  the  said  Almshouses  the 
yearely  stipend  of  money  and  coales  due  unto  her  as  aforesaid.  And  that  the  said  poore  people  have  not  had  their 
allowance  of  coales  delivererd  them  in  the  tymes  appointed  by  the  said  Will  and  that  when  coales  hath  beene 
given  them  the  said  Schoolmasters  have  had  seaven  sackes  of  the  said  coales  out  of  the  poores  allowance  which 
they  ought  not  to  have  by  the  ffounders  Will  and  that  the  said  poore  have  had  heretofore  nyne  sackes  of  coles 
allowed  them  and  nowe  of  late  yeares  have  but  seaven  given  to  each  of  them.  And  that  there  remayned  at  this 
present  three  poore  people  in  the  said  Almshouses  sent  from  other  places  and  parishes  by  the  said  John  Alford 
and  Edward  Alford  or  one  of  them.  And  that  one  of  the  said  three  poore  Almsfolke  soe  sent  from  remote 
places  and  now  remayneing  in  the  said  Almshouse  is  a  pson  of  good  abillity  able  to  live  of  himselfe  and 
doth  use  to  lend  money  at  Interest  And  that  there  be  in  the  said  parish  of  Walthamstow  divers  poore  p'sons 
Inhabitants  there  fitt  to  be  pferred  in  the  said  Almshouses  as  the  places  of  poore  people  have  been  voide.  And  the 
better  soite  of  the  parishoners  have  requested  the  said  John  and  Edward  Alford  to  place  some  of  their  owne  poore 
in  the  said  places  who  have  refused  soe  to  doe  but  preferred  stranngers  as  aforesaid.  And  that  Nicholas  Knight 
the  now  Parish  Gierke  of  Walthamstowe  aforesaid  hatli  not  beene  paid  his  said  stipend  and  wages  of  six  and 
twenty  shillings  eight  pence  for  the  space  of  ffive  yeares.  And  that  one  Richard  CoUerd  sometymes  parish  cleike 
of  the  said  parish  was  not  paid  his  said  wages  by  the  said  Edward  Alford  for  the  space  of  foure  yeares  and  for 
want  thereof  did  leave  and  forsake  the  said  place.  And  that  there  is  noe  Chamber  builte  for  the  said  p'ish  Gierke 
to  live  in  being  rcmarryed.     And  that  divers  of  the  better  sorte  of  the  parishoners  of  Walthamstowe  aforesaid  have 
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sometyiiies  requested  the  said  Edward  Alfordand  sometymes  the  said  Jolm  Alford  to  refonne  the  said  abuses  and 
breaches  of  trust  and  that  they  have  refused  soe  to  doe.  And  the  said  Jury  doe  further  find  that  the  said  one 
penny  a  day  and  coales  allowed  to  the  said  poore  almsfolkes  and  the  six  pounds  thirteene  shillings  fourepence 
allowed  to  the  said  Schoolemaster  and  the  said  Twenty  six  shillings  eight  pence  paid  to  the  said  parish  clerke  by 
the  Will  of  the  said  Sir  George  Monoux  is  not  sufificyent  to  mainetaine  the  said  Schoolemaster  parish  Clerke  and 
poore  Ahnsfolke  and  tliat  by  reason  thereof  the  said  parishoners  have  been  forced  to  give  unto  the  said  parish 
Clerke  and  Almsfolkes  for  theire  better  maintenance  greate  releife  out  of  the  contribusons  rates  and  other  pension 
made  in  their  parish  for  releife  of  their  owne  poore  whereby  the  said  parishoners  have  not  been  able  to  releive 
their  owne  poore  as  they  would  have  done  soe  as  the  said  Almeshouse  as  it  is  now  used  is  a  burthen  and  a  charge 
to  the  better  sorte  of  the  said  parishoners  and  that  they  thereupon  do  desire  that  unlesse  the  said  Almshouse  and 
Schoolemasters  house  may  be  new  built  and  the  poore  of  their  parish  placed  there  as  the  houses  of  the  poore 
became  voide  and  alsoe  better  pension  and  maintenance  may  be  had  and  allowed  to  the  said  Schoolmaster  Parish 
Clerke  and  poore  Almespeople  that  the  same  may  be  removed  out  of  their  parish.  And  the  said  Jury  doe  further 
find  that  the  said  Messuages  or  Tenementes  were  by  the  Will  of  the  said  Sir  George  Monoux  given  to  the  said 
devisees  therein  named  and  their  heires  and  assignes  to  and  for  the  intent  and  purpose  and  upon  condison  that  with 
the  rents  issues  and  proffitts  thereof  the  Charitable  uses  in  the  said  Will  named  should  be  for  ever  truely  fuUfilled 
and  pformed  and  that  the  same  for  these  many  yeares  hath  not  been  otherwise  pformed  then  is  before  expressed. 
And  that  it  was  the  intent  of  the  said  Sir  George  Monoux  in  his  Will  expressed  that  none  should  have  any 
parte  of  the  messuages  given  for  maintenance  of  the  said  Charitable  uses  in  other  manner  than  in  his  said 
Will  is  rehearsed  and  declared.  And  that  the  said  John  Alford  nor  Edward  Alford  nor  any  the  heires 
of  the  said  parties  named  by  the  Will  of  the  said  Sir  George  Monoux  once  in  every  yeare  to  come  to 
Walthamstowe  aforesaid  to  oversee  the  said  Chappell  and  Almshouse  how  they  be  repaired  and  maintained 
and  to  examine  the  Schoolmaster  pish  Clerke  and  Almespeople  how  they  be  paid  and  of  their  order  and  rule 
have  not  beene  at  the  said  parish  to  and  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  for  the  space  of  these  Thirty  yeares 
last  past  untill  now  of  late  sithence  the  said  Comission  issued  out.  And  the  said  Jury  doe  further  find 
that  the  said  Edward  Alford  by  his  Triptite  Indenture  now  shewed  to  them  in  Evidence  did  graunte  one 
Annuitye  of  nyne  pounds  p.  ann  as  foUoweth  in  these  words.  This  Indenture  triptite  made  the  twelveth  day 
of  ffebruary  in  the  one  and  ffortieth  yeare  of  the  raigne  of  our  Soveraigne  Lady  Elizabeth  by  the  grace  of  God 
of  England  ffrance  and  Ireland  Queene  Defender  of  the  ffaith  etc  Between  Edward  Alford  of  London  Esq. 
executor  of  the  last  Will  and  Testament  of  one  Elizabeth  Alford  late  of  Hitcham  in  the  countie  of  Bucks 
widdowe  deceased  of  the  first  partie  and  James  Dalton  of  London  Esq  and  William  Lambestone  of  the 
Masters  of  the  High  Courte  of  Chancery  Esquire  William  Walter  of  Wimbledon  in  the  countie  of  Surrey  Esq. 
Nicholas  Heron  of  Lincolnes  Inne  in  the  countie  of  i\lidd.  Esquire  Thomas  Badby  of  St.  Edmonds  Bury  in 
the  county  of  Suffolk  gent.  James  Milford  of  Lincolnes  Inne  aforesaid  gent.  Edward  Badby  of  London  gent. 
Nicholas  Bowe  clerke  Thomas  Colby  Schoolemaster  of  the  Schoole  of  Walthamstowe  in  the  countie  of 
Essex  of  the  second  partie  and  Edmond  ffettiplace  of  the  countie  of  Berks  Esquire  of  the  third  partie 
Witnesseth  the  aforesaid  Elizabeth  Alford  in  her  life  tyme  requested  the  said  Edward  Alford  to  convey  and 
secure  to  certaine  psons  for  the  good  of  the  poore  that  should  be  ever  then  after  in  the  Almshouse  of 
Walthamstowe  in  the  countie  of  Essex  one  Annuity  or  rent  chardge  of  nyne  pounds  by  the  yeare  to  be 
issueing  out  of  some  lands  and  tenem'*  to  have  continued  for  ever.  The  same  to  be  imployed  and  bestowed  in 
manner  and  forme  as  in  a  Schedule  annexed  to  these  presents  the  same  as  niensoned  lymitted  and  appointed 
Now  this  Indenture  witnesseth  that  the  said  Edward  Alford  for  and  in  consideracon  of  the  pformance  of  the 
said  request  to  him  in  that  behalfe  by  his  said  Mother  and  for  divers  good  reasons  and  consideracons  him 
moving  hath  for  him  his  heires  and  assignes  given  and  granted  and  by  these  psents  doth  give  and  grante 
and  confirme  unto  the  same  James  Dalton  William  Lambert  William  Walton  Nicholas  Heron  Thomas  Badby 
James  Milford  Edward  Badby  Nicholas  Bowe  and  Thomas  Colby  their  heires  and  assignes  one  Annuity  or 
yearely  Rent  of  nyne  pounds  by  the  yeare  to  be  issueing  and  goemg  forth  of  all  those  messuages  houses  and 
tenem"  with  their  appurtenances  situate  and  being  in  the  parish  of  All  Hallowes  Stayniiigs  in  the  Warde  of 
Langborne  in  London  on  the  east  side  of  an  Alley  leading  from  ffan  church  Streete  towards  the  parish  church 
of  All  hallows  Staynings  now  in  the  tenure  holding  or  occupacon  of  Humfrey  Grimshaw  cittizen  and  Vintner 
of  London  yearely  payable  for  ever  in  manner  and  forme  following  viz  ffive  pounds  upon  the  ffeast  day  of 
St.  Bartholomewe  the  Apostle,  ffortie  shillings  upon  the  feast  of  St.  Thomas  the  Apostle  and  forty  shillings 
upon  Ash  Wednesday  To  have  hold  receive  and  take  the  said  Annuity  or  yearely  Rent  of  nyne  pounds 
p.  ann.  to  the  said  Grauntees  their  heires  and  Assignes  for  and  upon  hope  trust  and  confidence  hereafter  in 
those  psents  mensoned.  And  the  said  Edward  Alford  doth  further  grante  for  his  heires  and  assignes  to  the 
said  Grauntees  their  heires  and  assignes  by  these  psents  That  of  the  said  Annuity  or  yearely  Rent  of  Nyne 
Pounds  or  any  parte  thereof  shall  be  behinde  and  unpaid  at  any  of  the  said  ffeasts  or  dales  in  which  the 
same  is  to  be  paid     To  them  and  soe  often  it  shall  be  lawful!  unto  and    for   the  said    Grauntees  their  heires 
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and  Assignes  into  all  the  aforesaid   mesonaRes    houses    and    lenem"    or    into    any  parte   thereof   to  enter  and 
distraine  and  the  distresse  or  distresses  there  so  had  found  and  taken  to  carry  away  and  the  same  to  detayne 
and  keepe  untill  they  or  some  of  them  shalbe  of  so  much  of  the  said  Annuity  or'  yearely  Rent   as  shalbe  be 
behind  or  unpaid  and  of  the  arrearages  thereof   fully  satisfied  contented   and    paid.      And  the  hope  trust  and 
confidence  of  the    said    Edward    Alford    and  the  full    intent    and  meaning  of  these  presents  is  'I'hat  the  said 
Grauntees  their  heires  and  assignes   or    some   of  them    shall    yearely  and   every  year  from  tyme  to  tyme  for 
ever  pay  the  said  yearely  Rent  or  Annuity  and  as  they  shall  receive  the  same  employ  and  bestowe  the  same 
Annuitye  or  yearely  rent  in  such  manner  and  forme  as  in  the  Scliedule  annexed  to  these  psents  or  mcnsoned 
lymitted    and   appointted.

Provided    alwaies    neverlhelesse    and    upon    the   condison    that  of  the  said  Alnieshouses  or  the  poore  now  or 
hereafter  therein  dwelling  or  resideing  shall  at  any  tyme  hereafter  be  incorporated  and  made  a  body  politique 
or  capable  by  the  Lawes  and    Statutes   of  this    realme    to    purchase    or    take  to  them  or  their  successors  for 
ever    lands    tenem**    or    hereditam'^    in    fee    simple.       And    that    then    the   said    Edward    Alford    his    heires 
or   assignes    shall    well    and    sufficiently  convey  and  assure    to    the   Almeshouses   or   the    poore   In    the   same 
resideing  or  to  the  incorporason  of  the  same  and  their  successors  in  due   forme    of   Lavve.      One    Annuity  or 
rent  charge  of  nyne  pounds  by  the  yeare  with  a  clause  of  distresse  as  aforesaid     The  same  Annuity  or  Rent 
chardge  to  be  issueing  out  of  the  first  mensoned  pmises     And   the  same  pmisses  not  in  the  meantyme  being 
other   wise    charged   and    incumbered,    whereby    the    same    Annuity    or    yearely    rent    shall    or    may    not   be 
enioyed    according  to   the  true  intent  and  meaneing  of   these  psents.       'J'hat  then  after  such  Annuity  or  rent 
charge  so  yearely  graunted  as  aforesaid   the  same  Annuity  hereby  mensoned   to   be  graunted  shall  cease  and 
determyne  and  no  longer  have  continuance  any  thing  aforesaid  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.     In  Witness

Edmond    fiettiplace  have  sett  their    scales   remayneth    with    the    said    Grauntees     The    second    parte   whereof 
whereunto   the   said    Grauntees   and    the    said    Edmond    ffettiplace    have    sett    their    seales    remayneth    with 
the    said    Edward    Alford.       This   schedule   dcclareing   the   intent   and   meaneing   how   and   in    what    manner 
the    aforesaid    Annuity    or   yearely   rent    shalbe   employed    or    bestowed,  and   how   and    in    what   manner    the 
same    Annuity    or   rent    charge   shalbe   conveyed    or    assured  from  tyme   to  tyme   whereby    the    same   shalbe 
yearely  paid  unto  the  poore  of  the  aforesaid  Almeshouse. 

IMPRIMIS  that  upon  or  psently  after  the  receipt  of  the  some  of  ffive  pounds  of  the  said  Annuity 
or  rent  charge  that  is  or  shalbe  paid  yerely  upon  the  ffeast  of  St.  Bartholomew  the  Apostle  That  the  same 
shalbe  bestowed  iu  good  and  husband  like  manner  upon  (freezes  at  Bartholomew  ffayre  or  elsewhere  or  other 
apparrell  and  given  from  tyme  to  tyme  to  the  Schoole  master  of  Walthamstowe  for  the  tyme  being  or  else  to 
some  other  honest  psons  in  the  same  Towne  of  Walthamstowe  to  see  the  saine  equally  given  to  and  amongst 
the  poore  people  that  shalbe  resident  and  being  from  tyme  to  tyme  in  the  same  Almshouse  And  upon 
receipte  of  the  some  of  (forty  shillings  which  is  or  shalbe  to  be  paid  upon  the  (ifeast  of  St.  Thomas  the  Apostle 
the  same  shall  be  given  to  the  said  Schooleinaster  for  the  tyme  being  or  to  some  other  honest  psons  in  the 
same  Towne  to  see  the  same  equally  divided  to  the  poore  that  from  tyme  to  tyme  shalbe  resident  in  the  said 
Almeshouse  And  upon  receipte  of  the  some  of  ft'ortie  shillings  which  is  or  shalbe  to  be  paid  upon  Ash 
Wednesday  The  same  shalbe  given  to  the  said  Schoolemaster  for  the  tyme  being  or  to  some  other  honest 
psons  in  the  same  Towne  to  see  the  same  bestowed  in  herrings  or  other  victualls  for  the  good  and  use  of 
the  poore  that  shalbe  resident  and  being  in  the  said  Almeshouse.  And  lastly  that  at  such  tyme  as  there 
shalbe  but  three  surviveing  grauntees  of  the  aforesaid  Annuity  or  Rent  charge  liveing  That  then  upon  request 
to  be  made  by  the  said  Schoolemaster  that  shalbe  for  the  tyme  being  or  else  by  some  other  honest  and 
substantial!  psons  owners  of  lands  and  dwellers  of  the  aforesaid  towne  of  Walthamstowe  That  the  said 
surviveing  Grauntees  from  tyme  to  tyme  shall  regraunte  the  said  Annuity  or  Rent  chardge  to  such  or  any  other 
honest  persons  as  in  this  graunte  be  Grauntees  And  the  said  Grauntees  to  have  and  to  hold  the  same  rent 
or  Annuity  upon  such  hope  confidence  and  trust  as  in  these  psents  is  expressed.  And  the  said  Jury  doe 
further  say  upon  their  oathes  that  all  the  said  Grauntees  in  the  said  recyted  Indenture  mensoned  excepting 
the  said  Nicholas  Bowe  being  dead_-the  said  Nicholas  Bowe  being  the  surviveing  Grantee  upon  the  request 
of  Leonard  Taylor  Schoolemaster  of  Walthamstowe  aforesaid  by  his  Deed  Poll  dated  the  eight  day  of  October 
in  the  one  and  twentyeth  yeare  of  the  raigne  of  our  late  Soveraigne  Lord  King  James  over  this  realm  of 
England  aliene  grante  assigne  and  confirm  unto  Gabriell  Grante  Doctor  of  Divinity  William  Rowe  William

teneni"  or  parte  thereof  devised  by  the  said  Sir  George  IMonoux  by  his  recyted  Will  to  the  psons  therein 
named  to  pforme  the  charytable  uses  therein  expressed  And  that  neither  the  said  Almshouse  nor  the  poore 
now  dwelling  and  resideing  in  the  said  Almeshouses  be  incorporated  or  made  a  body  pollitique  or  capable 
by  the  Lawes  of  this  Realm  to  take  to  them  and  their  successors  any  Lands  tenem"  and  hereditam'l  And 
that  the  said  Edward  Alford  and  John  Alford  have  used  to  putt  stranngers  in  trust  to  buy  the  said  ffreezes

And  that  the  upper  roome  of  the  said  Almeshouse  was  made  large  and  Gallary  wise  fitt  to  entertaine 
persons  for  such  ffeasts  And  that  the  said  Vaughan  being  the  surviveing  Devisee  in  the  Will  named 
endeavoured  in  his  life  tyme  to  converte  the  said  Almshouses  into  a  stable  for  the  use  of  the  said  house 
adjoyneing  and  did  pull  downe  some  parte  of  the  said  Almshouses  that  were  made  for  Pent  houses  and  shades 
for  the  poore  to  walk  under.  And  that  he  was  not  afterwards  suffered  to  alter  the  use  of  the  said  Almshouses 
and  that  the  said  Vaughan  did  dispose  of  the  said  house  and  land  to  his  sonne  Richard  Vaughan  or  others:

Thomas  Monoux  (died  1537),  great  nephew  of  George  Alonoux.  Part  of  these  large  properties  in 
Bedfordshire  remained  in  the  hands  of  descendants  of  the  family  until  1927,  when  Sir  Pliilip  Monoux  Payne  sold 
Wootton  House  and  over  1,300  acres  of  land. 

Sir  John  Fitzjames,  Lord  Chief  Justice  1526,  was  son  of  John  Fitzjames  of  Redlynch,  co.  Somerset,  and 
nephew  of  Richard  Fitzjames,  Kishop  of  London  (1506-22),  tlie  builder  of  Fulhani  palace.  He  signed  the 
impeachment  of  Wolsey  1529,  tried  the  Carthusians,  Fisher,  and  Sir  Thomas  More.      Retired  1538  and  died  1542. 

Edward  Brooke.— This  is  perhaps  Edward  son  of  Reginald  Broke  of  Aspall  in  Suffolk,  who  married 
Florence,  daughter  of  Robert  Ashfield.  He  died  1541.  His  grandson  George  (died  1557)  married  Elizabeth,  the 
daughter  of  Edmund  WithipoU,  as  his  second  wife. 

John  Nevill,  third  Baron  Latimer,  belonged  to  a  younger  branch  of  the  Nevilles  of  Raby.  He  married 
as  his  second  wife,  Catherine  Parr,  who,  after  his  death  in  1542,  became  the  last  wife  of  Henry  VIII. 

Edward  (or  Edmund)  Bray,  Lord  Bray,  was  summoned  to  Parliament  1529-36  and  died  1539.  His 
uncle.  Sir  Reginald  Bray,  adherent  of  Henry,  Earl  of  Richmond,  found  the  Crown  of  England  in  a  thorn  bush,  on 
Bosworth  Field. 

Thomas  Bonham,  of  Stanway,  co.  Essex,  was  Receiver  General  of  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster.  In  his 
will,  dated  17  June,  1533,  he  bequeathes  to  his  wife  Kathernie,  his  lands  in  Stanwey,  Le.\eden,  Rawreth, 
Tolsson  Darsy,  Tolson  Major,  and  Colchester,  co.  Essex,  and  the  revenues  of  a  farm  at  Copped  Hall,  Essex  ; 
whilst  further  lands  at  Peldon,  Aberton  and  Colne,  co.  Esse.x,  are  bequeathed  to  sons,  William,  Walter  and 
Henry,  the  latter  of  whom  was  to  marry  Margaret  Abell.

BUKETON,    BUCKTON,   OR    BOUGHTON,  CO.  NORFOLK,   is   in   the   fenland  not  far  from   Stoke   Ferry. 

A  small  river  divides  the  village  from  Barton  Bendish.  The  manors  of  Overhall  and  Netherhall  were  conveyed  in 
November,  1512,  by  John  Fisher,  Bishop  of  Rochester,  to  George  Monoux,  citizen  and  alderman  of  London. 

In  October,  1515,  Thomas  Hewar  sold  three  more  acres  of  land  in  Buckton  to  George  Monou.x,  alderman, 
and  William  Monoux,  draper,  of  London.     The  latter  appears  to  be  the  testator  in  No.  15.

North  and  South  Auston  or  Anston  was  a  part  of  the  great  estates  of  the  Pierponts  or  Perpoynts, 

as  was  also  Gonalston,  co.  Notts.  This  family  has  been  distinquished  in  England  ever  since  the  Conquest.  A  Sir 
Robert  Pierpont  held  lands  in  Notts,  temp.  Henry  III,  and  was  taken  prisoner  at  the  Battle  of  Lewes.  His  grand- 
son Robert,  temp.  Edward  II,  married  Sarah,  daughter  and  heiress  of  Sir  John  Heriz  of  Gonalston. 

A  Sir  William  Pierpont  was  made  a  knight  banneret  for  his  valour  at  the  Siege  of  Tournay,  1513  ;  this 
was  probably  the  man  who  sold  Gonalston  to  George  Monoux,  and  who  joined  with  his  brother  Henry  (see  No.  42) 
in  the  sale  of  North  Auston  and  South  Auston  (1514-15). 

GUNNALSTON,  GUNNOVESTON,  GONOLSTON  and  GONALSTON,  was  the  Manor  of  Ulfi  the  Saxon,  till  the 
Conqueror  gave  it  to  William  de  Peverel.  Here  was  also  some  Tayn  Land,  held  by  Aldene  the  Progenitor  of  the 
Family  of  Crumwell, — Erbert,  a  knight  of  William  Peverell's,  held  this  Manor  in  the  Time  of  King  Henry  I,  and 
left  it  to  Emma  his  eldest  Daughter,  and  one  of  his  Co-heirs,  who,  marrying  to  Ivo  de  Heriz,  brought  this  Manor 
into  his  Family,  in  which  it  continued  many  Successions,  till  Sir  John  de  Heriz,  18  Ed.  II,  settled  this  Manor  and 
other  his  Estate  on  Roger  Beler,  his  Daughter  Margaret's  son,  from  whose  Posterity  it  passed  by  the  Heiis  Female 
of  the  Families  of  Rivere,  Swillington,  and  Grey,  to  the  Pierpoints,  of  whom  Sir  Henry  sold  this  Manor  to  one 
Mr.  Monox  an  Alderman  of  London,  whose  Posterity  still,  or  lately  did  enjoy  it,  Sir  Humphrey  Monox,  or  his  son, 
being  now  Lords  of  it.  William  de  Heriz,  with  the  consent  of  Adelina  his  wife,  and  Robert  his  brother,  gave  half 
his  Mill  in  this  Town,  and  wood  of  his  Woods  here  to  God  and  the  Church  of  Lenton.  Philip  son  of  Odo  gave 
two  Bovats  of  Land  in  this  Parish  to  the  Priory  of  Thurgarton,  which  John  de  Heriz,  Lord  of  the  Manor,  having 
confirmed,  made  a  further  Agreement  with  the  Prior  and  Convent,  that  they  should  have  fifty  cattle  to  pasture  on 
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the  Commons  and  Woods  here,  and  he  eighty  ;  they  fifty  Swine,  or  in  a  Year  for  Acorns  Sixty,  and  he  as  many  as 
he  pleased  ;  and  if  they  enclosed  their  Woods,  they  should  lose  their  Commonage,  and  he  might  inclose  his. 

The  Church  here  is  a  Rectory,  and  was  for  some  time  wholly  in  the  gift  of  the  Family  of  Heriz  ;  but  in 
the  Keign  of  King  John  there  was  a  Contest  at  Law  about  the  Advowson  of  it,  between  Ivor  de  Heriz  and  the 
Archbishop  and  Canons  of  Roan,  which  that  Kmg,  when  he  was  Earl  of  Moreton,  had  given  them,  with  some 
other  Advowsons  ;  but  it  seems  that  Ivo  had  the  best  Title,  for  we  find  that  he  presented  in  the  9th  of  that  King. 
From  them  the  Advowson  of  the  Living  has  all  along  gone  with  the  Manor,  and  is  now  in  the  Monox's,  the 
present  Lords  :  but  two  parts  of  the  tithes  of  Peverell's  Demesne  were  given  to  the  Priory  of  Lenton  at  the  first 
Foundation  of  it  by  Erbert  Peverell  Kt.  above  mentioned  ;  but  we  suppose  at  the  Dissolution  of  the  Monastries 
were  united  with  the  Rectory,  which  is  now  valued  in  the  King's  Books  at  ~ £.  19s.  2d.  In  this  Church  on  the 
North  Side  are  three  ancient  Tombs  lying  on  the  Ground,  but  for  want  of  inscriptions  not  known  for  whom. 
Two  of  them  are  Knights  lying  cross-legged,  and  upon  one  of  their  Shields  are  three  Hedgehogs*  embossed  :  the 
third  is  for  a  Woman,  having  a  dog  at  her  feet,  as  the  men  have  lions.  In  the  windows  of  the  Church  are  the 
Arms  of  the  Families  of  Heriz,  Roos  of  Hamlake,  Swillington,  and  Monox,  and  in  the  Chancel  those  of  Swillington 
and  Heriz. 

Here  was  an  ancient  Chapel,  Chantry,  or  Hospital,  founded  by  one  of  the  Family  of  Heriz,  called  the 
Chantry  or  Hospital  of  Bradbusk  or  Brodbusk  in  Gonaston,  which  thro'  many  Patents  of  Concealments  continueth 
an  Hospital  to  this  day,  going  commonly  by  the  name  of  Gonaston  Spittle.  It  was  conveyed  by  Sir  Henry 
Pierpoint,  with  the  Manor,  to  Alderman  Monox  ;  and  so  we  suppose  the  Settlement  of  such  poor  people  in  it  as  it 
will  maintain,  if  there  be  any  revenues  belonging  to  it,  or  it  may  be  a  proper  habitation  for  them,  is  in  the  gift  of 
that  family.

18  Hen.  VIII,  Feb.  (1527),  we  find  that  George  Monoux  has  arranged  for  the  marriage  of  his  great 

niece,  Anne,  sister  of  Thomas  Monoux,  the  son  and  heir  apparent  of  John  Monoux,  here  called  "of  Buketon," 
with  one  Nicholas  Taylour  of  Stevygnton,  co.  Bedford,  husbandman,  and  has  endowed  the  marriage  with  lands  in 
Wootton.

This  inquisition  gives  in  an  elaborate  and  somewhat  involved  manner,  the  effect  of  the  Statute  of  Uses,  as 

the  Act  27  and  28  Henry  VIII  is  generally  called.  This  statute  arose  through  the  methods  adopted  by  ecclesiastics 
to  avoid  the  results  of  the  Statutes  of  Mortmain.  To  escape  these,  which  prevented  the  alienation  of  land  to 
charitable  purposes  or  religious  houses,  it  became  a  custom  for  people  to  convey  land  to  some  trusted  person  or 
persons  "for  the  benefit  or  use  of"  the  charity,  or  the  special  purpose  desired. 

But  in  Henry  VIII's  time,  to  prevent  such  practices,  the  Statute  of  Uses  was  passed.  It  provided  that  the 
original  grantee  who  held  the  land  "  to  the  use  of, "  or  in  trust  for,  some  other  body  or  person,  was  merely  a  sort  of 
conduit  pipe  through  which  the  benefit  flowed  to  the  actual  person  designed  to  receive  it.  The  "use"  was  thus 
converted  into  possession.  The  reason  for  putting  so  many  names  into  a  grant  of  this  kind  was  to  ensure  its 
continuance  in  the  hands  of  Trustees  whom  the  grantor  knew  and  relied  on  ;  just  as  it  is  always  preferable  to  have 
two  or  three  Trustees  in  a  settlement  of  importance.     J.C.W.

This  deed  belongs  to  the  period  when  George  Monoux  was  bailiff  of  Bristol  (1490-1). 

Thomas  Howell's  name  occurs  in  the  will  of  Nicholas  Thome,  1546,  as  follows  :  To  the  Chamber  of 
Bristol  200  tons  salt  and  ^150  in  money,  amountmg  to  j^400  ;  where  of  ^200  is  of  the  gift  of  Thomas  Howell 
which  died  in  Civill  (Seville)  and  .  .  .  was  assigned  to  testator  for  the  use  of  cloth  making  and  of  helping  young 
ment- " 

Sir  Henry  Mildmay,  second  son  of  Humphrey  Mildmay  of  Danbury  Place,  Essex,  died  1613.  Master 
of  the  King's  Jewel  House,  he  lived  at  Wanstead,  and  was  deputy  Lieutenant  for  Essex  where  he  acquired  lands 
and  wealth.     Clarendon  describes  him  as  a  "flatterer  and  spy."     He  died  abroad  1664.

Elizabeth  Alford,  widow,  mentioned  on  page  13,  appears  to  have  made  some  attempt  to  restore  to  the 
Almsfolk  what  they  had  lost  at  the  hands  of  her  family.  Her  bequest  is  further  described  in  the  "  History  of 
Walthamstow  Charities,"  p.  14. 

Roger  Alford,  her  husband,  was  for  a  time  in  the  service  of  William  Cecil,  Lord  Burleigh. 

13 

Sir  John  Save,  who  carried  the  name  of  the  great  Norman  house  of  Saye,  and  who  bore  their  arms 
(Parted  per  pale,  azure  and  gules,  three  chevronels  or,  voided  and  counterchanged),  is  believed  to  be  descended 
from  that  family  in  the  female  line,  either  from  Elizabeth  Say,  who  married  Sir  William  Heron  (died  6  Hen.  IV.)  or 
from  Johanna,  who  married  Sir  William  Fiennes  (died  34  Ed.  HI).  He  was  three  times  chosen  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Commons,  was  knighted  1465,  and  died  1478.  His  altar  tomb  is  in  the  Church  of  St.  Augustine  at 
Broxbourne. 

William  Say  of  Ickenham  (No.  30)  claimed  descent  from  Hugh,  a  brother  of  Sir  John  Saye,  who  is  not 
mentioned  in  the  will.     He  bore  the  same  arms  with  a  mullet  for  difference. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  remember  that  Leonard  Say,  younger  son  of  Sir  John,  a  clerk  in  orders,  was 
granted  the  free  chapel  of  Tickhill  Castle  for  life,  m  1471.  Tickhill  Castle  was  a  great  house  on  the  hill  above 
Bewdley,  once  the  residence  of  Richard,  Duke  of  York,  father  of  Edward  IV,  and  afterwards  converted  into 
a  palace  for  Prince  Arthur,  the  betrothed  of  Catherine  of  Arragon.

Robert  and  John  Wattes  or  Watts.— A  Berkshire  family.  Arms  granted  26  September,  1503. 
Quarterly  :  1  and  4.  Argent ;  on  a  fess  vert  between  three  ravens'  (or  eagles')  heads  erased  sable,  as  many  crosses 
sarcelly  of  the  first.  2  and  3.  Gules  :  a  wyvern  or.  On  a  chief  argent,  a  label  of  three  points  ermine.  A  cross 
sarcelly  was  the  badge  of  the  Order  of  St.  Saviour  in  Arragon.  J 

Robert  Watts  was  Sheriff  of  London  with  Christopher  Hawes,  1503,  and  died  the  same  year.  Mayor,  Sir 
WiUiam  Capell. 

15 

William  Monox  is  believed  to  have  been  the  son  of  George  Monoux,  citizen  and  Alderman,  and  his 
first  wife,  Joan.  He  was  admitted  to  the  Drapers  Company,  1514,  but  is  never  mentioned  in  any  transaction  of 
his  father's  except  that  in  No.  2.  The  seven  intended  pilgrimages  are  remarkable.  (1)  Our  Lady  of  Walsingham 
is  well  known.  (2)  Our  Lady  of  Ipswich,  a  famous  image  which  once  stood  in  Lady  Lane,  Ipswich,  and  was 
much  resorted  to  by  pilgrims.  Cardinal  Wolsey  came  thither  in  procession,  when  laying  the  foundation  of  his 
College.  The  image  was  eventually  burnt,  by  the  order  of  Thomas  Cromwell.  (3)"  Our  Lady  of  Gardeloupe  " — 
the  famous  Guadalupe,  called  the  second  holiest  spot  in  Spain.  (4)  St.  Joseph  of  Arimathea  our  omi  Glastonbury. 
(5)  Our  Lady  of  Bellehouse,  probably  a  now  forgotten  shrine  at  St.  Mary's  Church,  of  Ramsden  Bellhouse,  near 
BiUericay  m  Essex.  (6)  Penryse,  Penrice,  or  Penrhys,  in  Glamorgan,  where  an  ancient  religious  house  of  women 
once  existed.    And  finally,  (7)  Our  Lady  of  Ratcliffe,  presumably  the  great  Church  of  St.  Mary  Redcliflfe  at  Bristol,

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then  in  the  first  glory  of  her  great  rebuilding,  and  near  which  young  William  Monoux  was  probably  born  and 
brought  up. 

16 

Richard  Monos,  of  Stockton-on-Teme.— Stockton  village  is  on  the  road  from  Bewdley  to  Tenbury, 

on  a  hill  above  the  left  bank  of  the  River  Teme.  The  small  12th  Century  Church  of  St.  Andrew  contains 
monuments  of  the  Walsh  and  Parker  families.  This  Testator  was  perhaps  a  nephew  of  George  Monoux,  not 
placed  in  the  pedigree.     He  is  evidently  connected  with  No.  21. 

18 

This  Richard  Monows  is  repeatedly  mentioned  in  the  Court  Rolls  of  Bewdley  from  1519  onwards.     In 

1626  he  was  fined  4d.  "  for  allowing  his  pigs  to  go  at  large  in  the  streets  and  places  of  this  town."  His  son  John 
also  appears  often  between  1526  and  1550,  "for  neglecting  to  mend  the  roads,  and  for  brewing  and  breaking  the 
assize."  Reference  to  his  daughter  Margaret  and  her  husband  Humphrey  Woodwall  reappears  in  the  Complaint 
detailed  nearly  thirty  years  later,  in  No.  61. 

Roger  Southall,  also  mentioned,  was  apparently  a  neighbour.     The  Blounts  of  Sodington,  6  miles  away, 
were  an  old  family,  and  lords  of  the  manor  there. 

19 

WlLLI.\M  MONOXE. — It  seems  possible  that  this  testator  may  have  been   another   nephew  of  George 

Monoux,  second  son  of  his  brother  James.  Hallow  is  a  village  in  the  Severn  valley,  on  the  road  from  Worcester 
to  Holt.  A  dilapidated  blacksmith's  shop  is  still  visible.  It  is  noticeable  that  testator  was  of  some  local 
importance,  as  he  expected  "  to  be  buryed  within  the  Chancelle  off  the  pysche  church."  The  name  Margaret 
Alleford  suggests  another  link  with  the  Alford  family. 

21 

John  Monoux   of    Martlev. — This   John    may   be  a  nephew  of  George  Monoux,  and  a  brother  of 

No.  19.  The  names  of  the  brothers,  Humphrey  and  Thomas  would  agree.  If  William  (No.  19)  is  not 
mentioned,  it  will  be  remembered  that  he  died  1540. 

22 

Robert  Alford  (see  Chart,  and  Note,  No.  11).     Testator  speaks  of  "his  brother"  William  Dummer, 

possibly  the  husband  of  one  of  his  sisters.  This  name  occurs  again  in  No.  25,  where  he  is  called  "under 
Chamberlain  of  London."  George  Brugge  might  be  the  brother  of  testator's  wife,  Anne.  (See  also  Note 
No.  72,  73). 

23 

Richard  Monoux  of  London,  was  another   great   nephew   of  George  Monoux,  son  of  the  Roland 

Monoux  mentioned  in  the  Will  of  1541.*  His  brother-in-law,  Gilbert  Wraye,  may  have  been  related  to  the 
Wrays  of  Richmond,  Yorks,  whose  most  famous  member   afterwards  became  Lord  Chief  Justice  (1574). 

24 

Richard    Monnes. — It   has  not  so  far   been  possible  to   identify  this  Richard.    His  Christian  name, 

and  his  connection  with  West  Essex  and  London   suggest  his   relationship  to  the  rest  of  the  clan. 

25 

The  Bruuge  or  Brugge  family  can  be  traced   from  the  13th  century  onwards.     Simon  de  BruggeJ 

was  Lord  of  the  Manor  of  Brugge-upon-Wye,  temp.  Henry  III.  Fourth  in  descent  from  him,  Sir  Baldwin  de 
Brugge  {temp.  Edward  III.)  had  two  sons:  Thomas,  who  married  the  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Sir  Thomas 
Berkeley  of  Cobberley,  co.  Gloucester,  and  became  ancestor  of  the  Dukes  of  Chandos  ;  and  John,  from  whom 
the  Brugges  or  Bridges  of  Dymock,  Eastington,  and  West  Ham  descend.  Thomas  Brudge  of  Dymock,  had 
a  younger  son,  John,  who  (became  Lord  Mayor  of  London  in  1521,  and  died  1530  (see  No.  40).  His  son 
Gyles  is  the  testatator. 

26 

Richard  Monox  of  Berkhamsted    is   mentioned   frequently  in  the  Monoux  records.     His  success 

in  trade  is  evident;  also  his  determination.  The  "copieholde  lands  in  Walthamstow  "  (see  No.  60)  represent 
perhaps  with  other  lands,  the  Manor  called  Moons,  where  George  Monoux  died,  and  which  is  referred  to  at 
length  in  the  will  of  4  June,  1541. t  This  estate  (see  also  No.  50)  Richard  destined  for  his  third  son, 
George,  who   seems   however   to   have   afterwards  parted  with  it  to  his  elder  brother,  William  (1561).

Robert  Kyrwyn  is  mentioned  in  the  George  Monoux  will  quoted  above,  as  it  clobely  con- 
connected  with  the  testator.  The  name  has  many  variants  :  Kerven,  Curwyne,  Kirwan,  Curwen,  and  Coren  ; 
it  was  originally  Culwen,  derived  from  the  Lordship  of  Culwen  in  Galloway.  The  family  was  settled  at 
Workington,  co.  Cumberland,  in  the  12th  century  and  claimed  descent  from  Gospatric,  the  pre-Conquest 
Earl  of  Northumberland,  who  is  said  to  have  married  the  heiress  of  Culwen. 

Hugh  Curwen,  Archbishop  of  Dublin  (died  1568)  had  in  his  young  days  been  Chaplain  to  Henry  VIII, 
and  had  defended  his  marriage  with  Anne  Boleyn.     He  was  probably  related  to  this  testator. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  latter  mentions  William  Say  of  Ickenham  as  kinsman  to  his  wife.  His 
son  George  was  perhaps  named  after  the  first  George  Monoux. 

28 

Thomas  Robynns.— This  may  be  the  brother-in-law  of  Gyles  Brudge  (No.  25).  The  name  Humfrey 
(his  brother's)  would  be  derived  through  his  mother,  Margery  Monoux  ;  the  two  contemporaries,  "  Mr.  George 
Monoux  of  Walthamstowe  and  George  Monoux  of  London,"  apparently  refer  to  (a)  George  (son  of  Thomas 
who  died  1537)  called  elsewhere  "  George  Monoux,  Esq.  of  Waltliamstowe  Tonye,"  and  (b)  George,  third  son 
of  Richard  of  Barkhamstead,  who  seems  later  to  be  also  styled  "George  of  Oxford"  (see  No.  51).  Both  were 
cousins  of  the  testator. 

The  Hewett  connection  is  interesting.  Testator's  sister  Elizabeth  had  married  as  her  second  husband, 
Thomas  Hewett,  citizen  and  clothworker  of  London,  the  younger  brother  of  Sir  William  Hewett,  Lord  iVLiyor, 
1559,  and  one  of  the  most  successful  merchants  of  his  day.  Henry  Hewett  was  the  eldest  son  of  Thomas,  and 
John  and  Jasper  Hawkes  were  his  wife's  sons  by  her  former  marriage.  "Mr.  and  Mrs.  Osborne"  are  son-in- 
law  and  daughter  to  Sir  William  Hewett  ;  Anne  his  only  child,  having  married  Edward  Osborne,  his  apprentice, 
who  was  afterwards  knighted,  and  became  ancestor  of  the  Dukes  of  Leeds.* 

29 

Thoiias  Monouxe.  — It  is  difficult  to  place  this  member  of  the  family.     He  may  have  been  a  nephew 

of  Richard  Monoux  of  Barkhamsted  (No.  26). 

30 

William  Say  of  Ickenham.— This  man's  name  occurs  constantly  in  the  Monoux  documents  of  the 

time.  His  mother,  Elianor  i\Ionoux,  was  daughter  of  George  Monoux's  brother,  Henry.  One  of  his  daughters 
married  Jasper  Hawkes  (see  No.  28).  His  wife's  parentage  is  not  given,  but  from  the  "cousinship"  so  often 
mentioned  in  the  Hewett  wills  (see  No.  28)  it  seems  likely  that  her  name  was  either  Hewett  or  Dummer 
Testator's  son,  Robert  is  referred  to  as  a  "public  notary"  several  times.  His  great-grandson  William  was 
one  of  those  who  sat  on  the  trial  of  Charles  I    and  signed  his  death  warrant. 

There  is  a  fine  brass  to  the  testator  in  the  parish  church  at  Ickenham. 

31 

William  Mounoxe  (died  1591)  was  a  descendant  of  No.  18.     The  "house  in  Overstrete"  reappears: 

and  a  "Thomas  Fox"  whose  family  may  have  been  already  connected  with  that  of  Monoux.  (Elizabeth,  sister 
of  Thomas  Monoux,  married  Humfrey  Fox). 

The  interesting  feature  here,  is  the  legacy  of  ^6  a  year  "for  the  maintenance  of  a  Free  School  in 
Bewdley."     For  the  lands  from  which  this  sum  was  derived,  see  No.  59. 

32 

Joanna  Monox  was  widow  of  Thomas,  eldest  son  of  Richard  of  Barkhamsted.     Her  husband  was  a 

man  of  fierce  temper,  for  in  the  Court  Rolls  of  Cirencester,  5th  April,  1559,  we  find  : 

"View   of  Frankpledge   held   by   Sir   Giles    Poole   on   behalf  of  Sir   Thomas    Parry Thomas 

Monoux  and  John  Marshall  fought  together  at  Culkerton,  to  the  effusion  of  the  blood  of  John." 

Testator's  family  name  is  not  clear.  One  authority  calls  her  Joanna  Swindlehurst,  another  Joanna 
Glowcester. 

34  and  35  ■  „    ^ 

Maria    Monnox,  widow,  daughter  of  Matthew   Perry  of  London.     This    Maria   was  indeed  a  great 

woman,  if  the  magnitude  of  her  funeral  indicated  her  importance.  An  expenditure  of  ^800  in  days  when  such 
a  sum  had  perhaps   ten   times   its  present   purchasing  power,  was  a  stupendous  thing.      The  procession   from

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the   Haberdashers    Hall    took    place,  of  course,  in   London  ;    the  monument  to  the  testator   and   her   husband 
George,  is  to  be  found  in  the  Chapel  of  St.  John  Baptist,  in  the  parish  church  at  Cirencester. 

Kneeling  figures  of  civilian  and  lady,  over  a  raised  marble  tomb  with  canopy.  Two  daughters 
kneeling  below.  Arms  of  Monox,  impaling  Perry  :  Argent  on  a  bend  sable  three  pears  or,  in  sinister  chief 
a  (juatre  foil.*

Peter  Monnick.  1462. — It  is  not  known  whether  this  name  is  a  synonym  for  Monoux.  This 
Monnick  was  engaged  in  the  cloth  trade,  as  the  cargo,  "luck  moos,"  was  for  dyeing  purposes.  Merchants 
OF  AL^tAIN  : — i.e.  Merchants  of  the  Hanseatic  League,  who  had  a  great  centre  and  factory  at  Bruges. 
Jernemuth  : — i.e.  Yarmouth. 

The  allusion  to  the  friendship  between  the  King  and  the  men  of  Holland  refers  to  the  traditional 
alliance  between  England  and  Burgundy,  whose  Duke  was  also  Sovereign  of  the  Low  Countries.  Charles  the 
Bold  (1467-77)  married  (1468)  Margaret,  sister  ot  Edward  IV. 

37 

The  two  brothers  whose  wills  appear  (Nos.  14  and  17)  had  associated  themselves  with  George 
Monou.\  in  the  illegal  export  of  gold  to  Genoa.  Robert,  it  will  be  remembered,  was  the  first  husband  of 
George  Monou.\'s  second  wife,  Anne. 

38 

This  Close  Roll  follows  the  former  in  date  very  nearly,  and  shews  how  strong  George  Monoux's  financial 
position  was  (1507). 

John  Brugge  (father  of  Gyles,  No.  25)  was  Sheiifll  of  London  1513,  and  Mayor  1520. 

Henry  Algernon  Percy,  Earl  of  Northumberland,  was  bom  1477-8.  When  employed  to  conduct 
Princess  Margaret,  daughter  of  Henry  VII,  to  the  borders  of  Scotland  on  her  marriage  with  James  IV  (1503) 
he  appeared  more  like  a  prince  than  a  subject,  and  this  and  other  expenditure  forced  him  to  encumber  his 
estates.     He  died  1527,  and  was  succeeded  as  Earl  by  his  son  Henry,  the  unfortunate  suitor  of  Anne  Boleyn. 

John  Rowe  ;  an  early  member  of  the  Rowe  family  at  Hackney. 

William  AvLOr :  probably  nephew  of  Agnes  Aylof,  who  married  Sir  John  Brugge,  Lord  Mayor. 
He  would  therefore  be  first  cousin  of  Gyles  (No.  25). 

40 

Records  the  purchase,  through  trustees  (1514),  of  the  great  Yorkshire  properties,  already  referred  to 
in  No.  4.  It  is  noticeable  that  these  lands  were  near  to  the  possessions  of  the  Hewelts,  with  whom  the 
Monoux  circle  had  a  great  deal  to  do. 

Richard  Broke,  here  mentioned,  was  fourth  son  of  Thomas  Broke,  of  Leighton,  in  Cheshire.  He 
became  Reader,  Middle  Temple,  1510,  Under-Sherifif  of  London,  1511,  Judge  of  Common  Pleas  and 
Knight  1520,  Chief  Baron  of  the  Exchequer  1526.  Died  1529.  He  left  property  in  Norfolk,  Kent,  Surrey 
and  Sussex. 

Sir  Thoma.s  More  also  appears  in  this  deed,  as  in  42,  43,  44,  45  and  47.  In  1514  he  was  aged  36 
He  had  been  Under-SheriflT  of  London  1510,  and  was  shortly  (1515)  to  be  sent  as  one  of  the  envoys  to 
Flanders  to  secure  better  terms  for  English  commerce  (1515).     He  wrote  Utopia  in  the  following  year. 

43  and  44. 

The  Throkemortons  of  Coughton  here  mentioned  appear  to  have  had  an  interest  or  part  pos- 
session of  the  Bedfordshire  estate,  Woottoji,  etc.,  where  the  Monoux  family  subsequently  settled  down. 

The  Throckinortons  became  possessed  of  Coughton,  co.  Warwick,  in  1409,  when  Sir  John  Throg- 
morton  (died  1445),  Under-Treasurer  of  England,  married  Alianora  De  la  Spine  heiress  of  Coughton.  Sir  John 
was  the  grandfather  of  the  .Sir  Robert  mentioned  in  these  deeds,  and  great-grandfather  of  the  (Sir)  George,  also 
mentioned,  who,  succeeding  his  father  in  the  Coughton  properties,  had  cij^ht  sons,  two  of  whom.  Sir  Nicholas 
(1515-1571),  the  diplomatist,  and  Michael,  who  became  Secretary  to  Cardinal  Pole,  figure  prominently  in  national 
affairs  of  that  period.

The  Girlyngtons   were  a  Lincolnshire  family.       William    Girlyngton    is   mentioned   in   the   will   of 

Thomas  Monghumbere  (Montgomery)  alias  Wilson.t

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In  1526,  Richard  Broke  had  just  become  Chief  Baron  of  the  Exchequer. 

Sir  Thomas  More  had  been  appointed  Chancellor  of  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster  the  year  before. 
Sir  Brian  Stapleton  of  Carlton  (1483-1550)  had  married  Joan,  sister  to  Sir  William  Perpounte. 
Thomas  Babingtox  here   mentioned,  son  of  Sir  Antony  Babington  of  Kingston,  co.    Notts,  married 
Katherine,  daughter  of  Sir  Henry  Secheverell.     A  sister,  Elizabeth  Babington,  married  another  Perpoynt.* 

48 

Sir  Richard  Lyster  belonged  to  an  old  Wakefield  family.  He  was  Reader,  Middle  Temple,  1515, 
Solicitor-General  1522-26.  Knight  and  Chief  Baron  1529,  Chief  Justice  1546.  Died  1554.  "A  sound  but 
undistinguished  lawyer."     His  daughter  Elizabeth  married  Sir  Richard  Blount. 

Robert,  late  Lord  Broke. — Robert  Willoughby,  second  Lord  Willoughby  de  Broke  was  son  of  Sir 
Robert  Willoughby  who  supported  Henry,  Earl  of  Richmond  at  Bosworth  and  was  created  Lord  Willoughby  de 
Broke  1491.  He  died  1502.  Robert,  second  Baron,  died  1522,  is  remembered  for  his  dispute  with  Richard 
Neville,  second  Lord  Latimer,  touching  the  ISarony  of  Latimer,  which  he  claimed  as  ne.xt  heir  in  blood  to  John, 
Lord  Latimer  of  Danby.  The  matter  was  arranged  by  the  marriage  of  Edward,  son  of  Lord  Broke  to 
Margaret  Neville,  daugher  of  Lord  Latimer. 

50 

William  Monouxe  of  Berkhamsted  St.  Peters.— The  will  of  Richard  Monoux  (No.  26)  explains 

this  document ;  also  the  outline  chart. 

61 

George  Monnox  of  Walthamstow  Tonye,  Esq.,  son  of  Thomas  Monoux  (died  1537)  was  chief 
heir  to  the  property  of  George  Monoux  (1). 

George  of  Oxford,  gent.,  may  be  the  thud  son  of  Richard  (No.  26),  as  his  mother  "  was  to  find 
him  at  Oxford,  or  at  some  universitie."

Sir  Willia.m  Wynter,  Knt.  (died  1589)  was  elder  son  of  John  Wynter,  merchant  and  sea-captain  of 
Bristol  (died  1545-6).  One  of  an  old  Brecknock  family,  William  Wynter  served  with  distinction,  and  became 
Surveyor  of  the  Navy,  1549.  He  married  Mary,  the  daughter  and  heiress  of  Thomas  Langton,  and  acquired 
the  manor  of  Lydney,  co.  Gloucester,  1561. 

Roger  Monoxe  of  London  cannot  be  definitely  placed  in  the  pedigree.  He  was  from  St.  Botolph's, 
Aldgate,  and  married  Ursula  Morley,  spinster,  of  St.  Olave's,  Hart  Street,  11  June,  1575.  A  brass  to  their 
son  Morley  is  to  be  seen  in  Wouldham  Church,  Kent.

Hartebury  is  probably    Hartpury,  a  village  in  fertile   country,  on    the    high    road  between  Gloucester 

and  Ledbury. 

John  Carpenter  of  Coleford  was  presumably  father  of  Thomas  Carpenter,  husband  of  Anne 
Monoux  (see  No.  60).  Richard  Carpenter  was  certainly  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Anne.  He  died  1610  without 
male  issue,  but  his  brother  William,  of  Sl  Briavels  (died  1597)  left  two  sons  to  carry  on  the  line. 

Arms  of  Carpenter  :  Paly  of  six,  gules  and  argent.  On  a  chevron  azure,  three  crosses  crosslet  or.t 
Granted  1600.

George  Monoux  of  Londo.v,  gent.— This  Roll  raises  a  fresh  difficulty,  (see  No.  28).    George  Monoux, 

citizen  and  clothier  of  London,  was  third  son  of  Richard  of  Berkhamsted.    He  was  a  minor  in  1557,  and  must  have 
married  early  if  he  had  a  son  of  age  in  1589. 

George  Monoux,  Esq.,  of  Walthamstow,  husband  of  Elizabeth  Mordaunt,  was  constantly  in 
financial  difficulties.  In  1553-4  he  sold  Capels  Hall  ;  1569-70  the  Boughton  estates  followed  ;  and  in  1566  he  was 
already  trafficking  with  his  brother-in-law,  Thomas  Carpenter,  and  Robert  Say  about  this  same  manor  of 
Cadebeston.

Georgic  Monoux,  Esq.,  OF  Walthamstow,  seems  now  to  reappear  as  "  of  Drayton."     This  place  is 

probably  Draughton,  a  village  between  Northampton   and  Market  Harborough.      It  may  have  been  originally 

part  of  the  property  of  the  Mordaunts  of  Turvey.

Thomas  Monoux.— This  is  a  valuable  record.     John  Monoux  of  Stanford-on-Teme,  co.  Worcester,  and 

Boughton  in  Norfolk,  son  of  George  Monoux's  eldest  brother  Humphrey,  had,  among  other  children,  Thomas 
(died  1537),  who  married  Anne  Turberville,  and  Margery,  who  married  John  Robyns  of  Stockton.  Thomas  is 
mentioned  here  ;  and  the  Thomas  Robyns  associated  with  him  is  probably  Marger>''s  brother-in-law,  who  after- 
wards married  ."^nne,  the  widow  of  Thomas.     Anthony  lirugges  was  perhaps  a  brother  of  Gyles  (No.  25). 

The  Brugge  property  was  scattered  all  over  the  country  south-west  of  the  Teme,  and  we  now  find  that 
Anthony  has  acquired  about  1,100  acres  of  land  close  to  Stockton.

Richard  Vaughan.— This  complaint  has  already  been  alluded  to  under  No.  26.     Richard  Vaughan, 

William  Say,  Richard  Gierke  and  Nicholas  White  were  the  original  executors  of  George  Monoux's  will,  which  was 
drawn  up  at  great  length  and  with  laborious  care.*  However,  it  seems  to  have  been  as  easy  to  twist  its  meaning 
as  it  was  to  disregard  the  provisoes  for  the  Almshouse  and  School  (see  No.  11).  William  Cropp  was  the  third 
husband  of  Anne  Tinberville.  The  younger,  or  Berkhamsted,  branch  of  the  Monoux  family  appear  to  have 
retained  the  lands  in  Walthamstow  and  Chingford  until  1635,  when  they  passed  to  Sir  William  Rowe. 

Richard  Vaughan  appears  repeatedly  in  the  later  documents  relating  to  George  Monoux  and  his 
property.  His  parentage  cannot  be  traced,  but  he  was  probably  a  young  relative  of  Richard  \'aughan, 
merchant  of  Bristol,  who  was  mayor  of  that  place  in  10O1-2,  the  year  before  George  Monoux  held  the  office. 
They  had  together  been  bailiffs  of  Bristol  in  1490-1. 

Richard  Vaughan  the  elder,  died  1506,  leaving  two  brothers,  David  and  William.  Richard  \"aughan 
the  younger  may  have  been  son  or  grandson  to  one  of  these. 

He  does  not  appear  to  have  married  until  1545,  when  the  allegation  for  a  marriage  license  is  found, 
granted  by  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  (Cranmer)  through  the  Faculty  Office,  dated  August  1st.  This 
refers  to    "  Richard  Vaughan  and  Anne  Burrowe,  of  the  City  of  London." 

Anne  Burrowe,  or  Borough,  was  sister  of  Thomas,  Lord  Borough,  raised  to  the  peerage  21  Hen.  VUl, 
and  son  of  Sir  Edwaid  Borough  of  Gainsborough,  co.   Lines. 

Thomas,  Lord  Borough,  died  1549,  his  wife  being  daughter  of  Sir  William  Tirwhit,  a  former  Lord  of 
Walthamstow  Sarum. 

Readers  of  Inq.  11  Carol.  I  (No.  11)  will  have  noticed  the  misdemeanours  and  miserable  end  of  Richard, 
the  favoured  and  trusted  friend  of  George  Monoux. 

He  died  apparently  without  a  will,  3  Dec,  1568,  and  was  buried  in  the  churchyard  of  St.  Mary  ; 
but  no  inscription  there    or  monument  has  ever  been  traced.

Richard    Monoux,   Witness.— Probably    Richard,  son   of  William    Monoux  of  Hallow,   mentioned 

in  No.  19. 

Lewi.s,  Third  Baron  Mordaunte  of  Turvky,  eldest  son  of  John,  Second  Baron,  and  brother  of 
Elizabeth,  wife  of  George  Monoux,  Esq.,  his  neighbour  at  Wootton,  Beds.  The  name  Lewis,  which  long 
survived  in  the  Monoux  family,  was  derived  through  his  mother  E'len,  heir  of  Sir  Richard  Fitz-Lewes  of 
Thorndon,  Essex.     He  was  one  of  the  Judges  at  the  trial  of  Mary,  Queen  of  Scots.     Died  160L

Cradlev,  a  village  west  of  the  Malvern  Hills,  six  miles  from  Bromyard.    "Messuage  in  the  tenure  of 

John  Monucke  or  Mancke,  1623. 

"  The  deed  on  p.  34  is  not  a  Mortgage,  but  a  transfer  of  a  security  created  by  a  bond  or  recognizance, 
or  possibly  (see  after)  of  a  Mortgage.  I  make  it  out  to  be  that  Avis  Warner  and  her  son  John  were  indebted 
to  George  Monoux  in  ^300,  and  they  entered  into  a  Bond  or  recognizance  (14th  April,  1621)  under  a  penalty 
of  .£600  (i.e.  twice  the  amount  of  the  debt  as  was  usual)  to  repay  it  to  him  on  a  certain  date.  Then  the 
deed  set  out  on  p.  26,  goes  on  to  recite  an  Agreement  of  10th  December,  1623,  whereby  George  Monoux 
(being  very  doubtful  of  getting  his  money)  agreed  that  if  the  ^300  be  repaid  to  him  on  the  26th  June,  1624, 
by   Avis   Warner   and  her   son  and   Thomas    Barkley   (of  whom   the  last  named  is  only  to  pay  £186)  he  will

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assign  the  recognizance  to  anyone  whom  Thomas  Barkley  may  direct,  thus  enabling  the  assignee  to  sue  the 
Warners  for  the  ^300  and  interest.  In  effect,  Barkley  buys  the  benefit  of  the  Warners'  bond  for  ^300  for 
;£186,  with  an  eye  probably  to  making  a  good  bit  out  of  the  transaction,  or  to  get  hold  of  their  land  (see 
after).  Then  Monoux  proceeds  to  assign  (or  transfer)  the  recognizance,  with  all  benefits  and  rights  attached 
to  it,  to  Edward  Barkley  as  directed  by  Thomas  Barkley,  and  each  enters  into  various  covenants  connected 
with  it.  As  reference  is  made  to  E.  Barkley  taking  to  his  own  use  certain  lands  of  the  Warners  in  Evebache^ 
the  deed  of  14th  April,  1621,  may  possibly  have  been  : — (1)  A  Mortgage,  containing  the  Bond  or  recognizance 
for  ;^600,  and  also  a  conveyance  of  the  Evebache  property  as  security  (the  usual  form  of  old  Mortgages),  or 
(2)  There  may  have  been  a  separate  grant  of  the  property  as  security.  I  think  indeed  (1)  is  probably  what 
the  deed  of  the  14th  of  .\pril,  1621  really  was,  but  it  does  not  definitely  appear  so,  and  in  any  event  the 
effect  of  the  deed  of  the  26th  of  June,  1624,  is  what  I  have  said.  The  whole  thing  is  the  same  in  its  result 
as  if  "A"  had  lent  /^lOOO  on  Mortgage  to  some  one,  and  later  had  assigned  to  "B"  the  benefit  of  the 
Mortgage  for  a  smaller  sum,  "B"  taking  his  chance  of  making  money  out  of  it,  or  for  any  other  reason."

The  George  Monoux  in  question  was  husband  of  the  great  Maria  Monoux  (No.  35).

This  indenture  shows  that  the  Monoux  name  had  survived   in  the  trade  of  the  Severn  Valley  till  the 

end  of  the  18th  century.

Humphrey,  son  of  George    Monoux  and   Elizabeth    Mordaunt.     Sheriff  of  Bedfordshire,  1638.      He 

effects  an  exchange  of  land  with  William  Peighan  in  the  neighbourhood  of  South  Anston  (now  no  longer  called 
Auston). 

Sir  Edward  Osborne,  the  son  of  Hewit  Osborne  of  Parslees  (Parsloes)  co.  Essex,  who  was  knighted 
by  the  Earl  of  Essex  for  his  valour  in  Ireland,  1599,  and  grandson  of  Sir  Edward  Osborne,  the  great  London 
Merchant  who  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  .Sir  William  Hewett.  Sir  Edward  who  was  created  Baronet,  was 
father  of  Thomas,  first  Duke  of  Leeds. 

68 

John    Cocke,   esquire   of  Broxbourne,   was   the   son  of  William    Cocke   of  Wormley,  co.   Herts,  and 

apparently  the  great-grandson  of  John  Cok,  yeoman,  who,  with  his  wife  and  ten  children,  are  commemorated 
by  a  fifteenth  century  brass  in  the  Parish  Church  there.  John  Cocke  the  younger  acquired  much  of  the 
property  of  the  Hospital  of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem  in  England  after  the  dissolution  of  the  Order  in  1543-4- 
He  chose  Broxbourne,  one  of  the  Manors  of  the  Priory,  as  his  dwelling-place,  was  knighted,  became  Sheriff 
of  Essex  and  Hertford  2  Edward  VI,  and  afterwards  Master  of  the  Requests  to  Queen  Mary.  He  married 
Anne,  daughter  and  heir  of  Thomas  Goodier.  His  eldest  son  and  successor.  Sir  Henry  Cock,  was  a  personage 
ol  distinction  under  Queen  Elizabeth  and  James  I.  He  died  1609,  and  was  buried  in  the  Cock  Chapel  of 
St.  Augustine's  Church,  Broxbourne,  opposite  to  the  chapel  where  the  Saye  tombs  are  found. 

John  Thurgood,  or  Thorowgood,  was  another  parishioner  of  the  same  church,  where  he  was  buried 
in  July,  1562.     In  his  later  years  he  was  Yeoman  of  the  Cellar,  in  the  service  of  Queen  Elizabeth. 

Arms  of  Cock  :  Quarterly,  gules  and  argent. 

Arms  of  Thorowgood  :  Argent,  five  crosses  crosslet  in  saltire  sable. 

The  lands  mentioned  in  this  document  as  "  formerly  in  tenure  of  George  Monnoxe  .  .  .  and  afterwards 
of  Thomas  Monnoxe,"  were  "  granted,  handed  over  or  farm  let "  to  the  latter  by  the  Prior  and  Chapter  of 
St.  John  of  Jerusalem,  at  their  house  of  Clerkenwell,  7th  March,  1528,  "  for  the  term  of  60  years,  at  a  rental 
of  27s.  6d.  sterling."*

Sir  Thomas  LOVELL  (died  1524)  was  fifth  son  of  Sir  Ralph  Lovell  of  Barton  Bendish,  co.   Norfolk. 

The  Lovells  traced  their  descent  back  to  Norman  times  ;  and  Thomas  (died  1421),  grandfather  of  the  Lovell 
mentioned  here,  was  lord  of  the  manors  of  Nelherhall,  Overhall,  etc.,  near  Boughton,  which  were  afterwards 
acquired  by  George  and  Thomas  Monou.x. 

Sir  Thomas  Lovell  married  as  his  second  wife  Isabel,  sister  and  coheir  of  Edmund  the  eleventh  Lord 
Ros  (died  1508).  Through  her  he  inherited  the  manor  of  Elsing,  near  Enfield,  where  he  died.  He  held  a 
Court  at  the  manor  of  Higham  Bensted  1494  ;  became  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  and  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Commons  1485  and  Treasurer  of  the  Household  to  Henry  \'II.  In  Shakespeare's  Henry  VIII  he 
appears  as  Constable  of  the  Tower. 

Jamks  Orrell,  of  Ashwell,  co.  Herts,  is  mentioned  in  connection  with  Sonwell*,  and  in  1563  Thomas 
Orrell,  called  of  Walsoken,  Norfolk,  sold  both  estates  of  Sonwell  and  Otways  to  Ralph  Dixon  of  Doddingtont 

It  seems  that  George  Monoux  was  only  associated  with  others  in  this  transaction,  which  may  have 
been  a  kind  of  settlement  on  Elizabeth  Orrell  after  her  husband's  death,  he  being  perhaps  the  previous  owner 
of  the  place. 

71 

Richard  Scotte  was  possessed  of  lands  mentioned  in  the  will  of  George  Monoux.J    A  pedigree  of 

this  Richard  Scotte  occurs  twice  in  the  Monoux  Ledger  Book  (Add  MS.  18,783,  fol.  82d  and  93d),  while  in 
the  Court  Rolls  of  Chingford  (Fol.  114,  Ivii.),  29  July,  30  Hen.  VIII,  we  find  Anna  Scott,  late  the  wife  of 
John  Skott.  Knt.,  and  Richard,  her  younger  son  and  next  heir.  Richard  eventually  surrendered  other  lands 
in  Chingford  to  the  use  of  William  Monoux,  junr.,  son  of  Thos.  Monoux,  and  in  default  of  his  heirs  ...  to 
the  use  of  George  Brugges,  gent.,  son  of  Giles  .  .  .  This  gives  another  member  of  the  Brugge  family  not 
appearing  on  the  Chart,  which  shews  only  his  brother  Anthony  and  his  sister  Margery.

This  George  Monoux  is  George  of  Walthamstow  Tony,  eldest  son  of  Thomas  Monoux  and 
his  wife  Anne  Turbenille.  Beatrice  Boley  {i.e.,  Bodley),  widow,  is  perhaps  the  same  as  Maestres  Bodley, 
who  paid  "vii"  viii*"  for  her  landes"  in  the  "  Fifteenth  "  of  1534.  William  Bodley's  name  occurs  in  the  Court  Rolls 
shortly  before  this  time.     Francis  Bodley  may  have  been  their  son. 

John  Thornton  also  appears  in  the  "Fifteenth,"  assessed  at  iii'  iiii",  the  same  amount  at  that  paid  by 
Edmund  Whythipoll.  His  name  is  found  as  a  witness  to  the  Will  of  John  Webbe  the  Elder,  husbandman, 
Nov.  29,  1542.§  He  occurs  again  on  pp.  9  and  10  of  the  Rectory  Manor  Monograph  (1917)  at  the  first  Court 
Baron  of  Edmund  Whythipoll,  "on  Friday  next  after  the  Feast  of  All  Saints,  1552,"  when  he  is  sworn  with  George 
Monoux,  junr.,  and  John  Drewe,  who  was  ^'icar  of  the  Parish,  1552-57. 

BOYDONS  is  a  field  shewn  on  the  plan  facing  p.  12  in  the  same  Monograph,  on  the  east  side  of  what  is 
now  Hoe  Street  North,  near  the  junction  with  Aubrey  Road. 

The  name  of  the  Court  given  as  Walthamstowe  Tanve  or  Tany,  instead  of  'I'ony,  recalls  a  confusion 
which  has  often  arisen  in  manorial  records  between  the  families  of  Tony  =  Toesny  =  Todeni  of  Conches  in 
Normandy,  and  Flamstead,  co.  Herts.,  and  the  less  famous  one  of  Tany,  also  Norman,  and  settled  in  Essex,  from 
whom  Stapleford-Tany,  Chignall-Tany,  and  Latton-Tany  take  their  name. 

The  confusion  is  all  the  greater  because  the  same  arms  are  given  for  both  houses  :  Argent,  a  Maunch 
Gules.     Walthamstow  Tony,  however,  is  clearly  intended  here. 
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Two   further   documents,   of  which   the  originals   are   at   the    Library,    show   that   the   South   Auston 

property  in  Yorkshire  was  still  in  Monoux  hands   after   the    Restoration.

Illustrations 

Frontispiece.— ]o\i\\  Bunyan  was  born  at  Elstow,  near  Bedford,  in  1628.  The  son  of  a  tinker,  he  followed 
the  same  craft.  After  a  short  service  in  the  army,  he  married  in  1649.  Within  the  next  year  or  two  Bunyan 
began  to  pass  through  deep  religious  experiences  which  he  described  in  Grace  Abounding.  In  1655  he  began 
addressing  a  local  Christian  fellowship  and  preaching  in  the  villages  around  Bedford.  For  his  religious  views 
he  was  arrested  in  November  1660,  whilst  preachmg  at  Ampthill.  Released  under  the  Declaration  of  Indulgence, 
he  became  a  licensed  preacher,  but  when  that  Declaration  was  cancelled,  in  1675,  he  was  again  arrested  on  a 
warrant  signed  by  thirteen  magistrates  ;  brought  to  trial  under  the  Conventicle  Act,  and  imprisoned  for  six 
months  in  Bedford  Gaol.  Whilst  serving  this  second  term  of  imprisonment  Bunyan  wrote  The  Pilgrinis  Progress. 
Sir  Humfrey  Monoux,  Bart.,  was  one  of  the  signatories  to  the  Warrant  for  his  arrest.
